\ ‘ YE HAVE said many times before 
that photography is no longer 
seasonal. It is evident that more 
and more camera owners are making 
their hobby a year-around affair. Where- 
as in the early days of amateur photog- 
raphy the limitations of film and camera 
equipment confined picture taking to 
sunny summer days, modern emulsions, 
fast lenses, and fine lighting equipment 
have made picture taking possible every 
day of the year, indoors and outdoors, 
day and night. 

There are countless amateurs whose 
love for taking pictures has led them out- 
doors in winter to record the wonders 
wrought by Nature in snow and ice. Oth- 
ers have kept their equipment busy in 
the home studio, working on portraits, 
still life, tabletops, and photograms. Con- 
tinuous effort throughout the year keeps 
the picture-minded hobbyist ever alert 
to the fundamentals of his craft, just as 
the concert pianist keeps his technique 
at par by practicing his scales and exer- 
cises daily. The effect of year-around 
photography is evident. More amateurs 
today are producing good pictures and 
technically better prints than ever before 
in the history of the hobby. This is evi- 
dent in the current exhibitions and pic- 
ture annuals. Even the lowly snapshot 
reflects, in a small way, a greater aware- 
ness of picture-taking technique as odd-

angle and filtered shots become more nu- 
merous. Photography has indeed become 
the great American folk art. 


HERE are, of course, thousands of 

cameras which were tucked away 
after last year’s vacation and which will 
be mustered back into service as warm 
spring days start to turn the earth green 
again. The camera owner who confines 
his shooting to summertime either 
through lack of incentive or lack of time 
may find his technique a little rusty or 
his picture sense dulled through inac- 
tivity. To him we respectfully submit 
these few helpful reminders: 

There’s always a best place from which 
to photograph every view. Try to find it 
before you snap the shutter. 

Lighting makes the picture and is 
therefore important. Shoot your scene 
at the time of day when it appears at its 
best. 

Be sure your equipment is in working 
order. Start the season by dusting the 
camera inside and out, and clean the lens 
and filters carefully with lens tissue. 

Use a tripod whenever possible, espe- 
cially when shooting with shutter speeds 
less than 1/100 second. This avoids cam- 
era movement and insures sharper nega- 
tives. 

%temember the few basic rules for mak- 
ing good pictures, but don’t be afraid to

break a rule in the interest of a better 
shot. 


UR visitor-of-the-month was Karl 
Gullers from Stockholm, Sweden, 
who thinks nothing of flying to America 
on a photo assignment. As Sweden’s most 
capable photo-journalist, Karl speaks as 
fluently with his camera as most of us do 
orally. He spent several hours with us 
in selecting the illustrations for his forth- 
coming picture book, “Sweden,” and in 
laying out the pages. One of the things 
about Karl that amazes us is his ability 
to judge correct exposure under almost 
any condition. Putting him to the test 
one afternoon we pointed out several 
scenes and setups at random and asked 
him the exposure. Looking each situa- 
tion over for just a second or two he 
would come right back with an answer 
such as, “Shoot it at f 8, 1/100 second.” 
And sure enough, a check with our 
trusty meter proved that he was “right 
on the button.” Must be something like 
having perfect pitch. 


ID you know that the United Nations 

has a huge photographic setup and 
a staff of cameramen to take the many 
pictures which will be required as an im- 
portant part of its work? Bruce Downes 
and Walter Steinhard went to headquar- 
ters and got the first-hand story and pic- 
tures for readers of PopuLar PHorToc- 
RAPHY. It appears in this issue, page 44. 
Another story you will enjoy is “Camera 
Over the Pacific,” by Joe Rosenthal of 
Iwo Jima fame, who tells how he did a 
picture assignment for the recent book,

Back from the wars, the camera pitehes in 


hopetully on the heroie task of recording 


new world ettort to establish lasting peace 


into plowshares on Long Island 
these days. In the big, sprawling 
Sperry Gyroscope plant at Lake Success 
where not long ago the machines droned 
and screamed in the labor of foaling in- 
struments of war, anew crew, drawn 
from 45 nations, is hard at work forging 
the production machinery of peace. It 
is an operation sparked by the hope of 
all the common people of the world. The 
United Nations Secretariat, it is called, 
and it is manned by close to three thou- 
sand earnest, not-too-well paid men and 
women, who believe that the nations of 
a shrinking planet can cooperate to de- 
Stroy the hibernating chrysalis of war. 
However forlorn this hope may seem 
in the light of present bickering in the 
General Assembly and Security Coun- 
cil, which sounds frighteningly like 
echoes of Versailles, the United Nations 
is at least underway. The structure has 
been erected and the Secretariat pro- 
vides the functioning machinery of a 
complex world organization. The prob- 
lems, of course, are stupendous, not the 
least of them being the enormously dif- 
ficult task of letting the people of the 
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world: know what is going on at UN. 

Close to two hundred men and women 
at Lake Success, massed under the De- 
partment of Public Information, ar- 
charged with the job of disseminatiug 
UN information throughout the world. 
Every avenue of communication is used 
and it is not surprising, in view of the 
universality of the language of pictures, 
that an entire department, called the 
Films and Visual Information Section, is 
devoted to photography. This division 
employs 37 péople and is directed by 
Jean Benoit-Levy, the distinguished 
French film producer-director. 

Basically, photographic and motion 
picture coverage of UN activities is ac- 
complished by four staff photographers, 
one sound and one silent motion picture 
cameraman, and four darkroom tech- 
nicians. This constitutes the resident 
machinery for the production of original 
pictures, which are distributed through 
a variety of media, including documen- 
tary film strips (which are created by 
staff technicians), publications, a press 
picture and mat service, posters, and 
other graphic media. 

But the Films and Visual Information 
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Kari Berggrav, of Norway, one of four 
official UN still photographers, shoots a 
typical luncheon group in a UN cafeteria, 
made up of young men and women from 
Norway, India, Armenia, China, United Na- 
tions, Denmark, and Africa's Gold Coast.

Division does not stop there. If world- 
wide dissemination of information is to be 
accomplished it cannot be done without 
the help of newsreels, press service, photo 
syndicates, and newspapers, whose coop- 
eration is imperative if the world is to 
know what the United Nations is doing. 
So far as facilities for photographic cov- 
erage are concerned the Secretariat has 
left little undone. The darkrooms are of 
ample size and efficiently equipped, the 
large well-planned council and confer- 
ence rooms and the General Assembly in 
Flushing are equipped with photo booths 
for shooting during sessions. Good fluor- 
escent lighting, including special batteries 
of 1,000-watt spotlights for motion picture 
cameramen, has been provided, and a 
lounge, with lockers, has been set aside

for the exclusive use of visiting photog- 
raphers. 

The inevitable protocol is, of course, a 
minor stumbling block. Diplomats are 
not unanimously aware of the importance 
of photography, and when it is realized 
that UN delegates are drawn from 55 na- 
tions, it is easy enough to understand 
why the red carpet is not always spread 
out for men and women who earn their 
living with cameras. Photography gained 
official status under the wing of the U. S. 
State Department at the San Francisco 
Conference in 1945, but that historic 
event was so blasted with flashbulbs and 
photographic pandemonium that when in 
November, 1945, the Preparatory Com- 
mission in London began drawing up reg- 
ulations for the Department of Public

Information there were enough officials 
present with long memories who de- 
manded that photographers be banned 
from council and assembly rooms during 
sessions. 

After wrangling for several weeks a 
compromise was finally reached and rules 
were agreed upon to allow photographers 
to make flash shots in Assembly and 
Council rooms before sessions officially 
began. It was decided that photographs 
could be made during sessions from the 
photo booths, but without the aid of flash- 
bulbs. As a general rule these regulations 
have been adhered to ever since, although 
there are exceptions when on very spe- 
cial occasions the chairman grants his ap- 
proval. These rules still gripe newsmen 
covering UN for the first time, although 
the regulars have become resigned to the 
restrictions, largely through the good of- 
fices of Mrs. Audrey-Langstan, photo liai- 
son officer, who had a great deal to do 
with setting up UN’s still photo section. 
It was she who planned the photography 
unit and designed the booths, darkrooms, 
and other facilities. 

All arrangements for photographic ac- 
tivities are made through Mrs. Langstan 
and her assistant, Gladys Wienick, whose 
job it is deftly to maneuver the hard- 
boiled press photographers through the 
maze of official red tape inevitable in or- 
ganizations of this kind and size. Al- 
though most delegates and officials are 
cooperative there are many occasions 
where skillful liaison service is essential 
to bring impatient photographers and un- 
bending diplomats together on a reason- 
able working basis.

COCKERS are PHOTOGENIC 


A litter of puppies, two Army blankets, some flashbulbs, and 


the road to salable pictures and salons is open. Here’s how! 


By KEITH W. JONES 


Simple props, an Army blanket and a basket, patience, Mischievous pup presents problem in movement. Stop down to f 22 or 
multiple flash (place main light at 45° angle above dog to f 32 to insure sufficient depth of field to catch action.

HE MOST POPULAR dog in the 

United States today is the cocker 

spaniel, and in him the amateur 
photographer will find an excellent mod- 
el for human-interest or story-telling 
photographs. 

If you wish to win contests, crash sa- 
lons, or sell your pictures for commercial 
purposes you can hardly go wrong if you 
choose a cocker, or litter of cockers, for 
subject material. Their appeal to the 
public is so great that you will have the 
problem of awakening interest beaten 
before you start. If you do not have a 
cocker of your own, don’t be too dis- 
couraged. There are many breeders of 
these fine dogs who will be only too glad 
to let you take pictures of their pets in 
exchange for a few prints for their per- 
sonal use—although in most cases, they 
will not permit you to take the pups out 
of the kennels. Therefore, you will have 
to give some careful thought to the ma- 
terial you will need to take shots in a 
private home or kennel. 

The equipment that I use and have 
found quite satisfactory consists of: 

(1) Two Army blankets. One to be 
used as a base and the other as a plain- 
colored background in the event that you 
cannot find a suitable wall for a back- 
ground. . 

(2) Plenty of midget flashbulbs. They 
are preferable because of their small size 
and the ease with which you can carry 
a sufficient supply in your coat pocket. 

(3) A six-volt battery connected to a 
double outlet plug to use for open flash, 
or a synchronizer on your camera with 
an extension flash. 

(4) Two midget-type reflectors on 
folding standards are sufficient for most 
needs. 

(5) Plenty of fast panchromatic film. 

(6) A good supply of dog biscuits to 
entice the dogs into the desired poses. 

Most of the equipment outlined can be 
carried in a small suitcase (with the ex- 
ception of the blankets, of course). 

My preference in cockers for photogra- 
phic purposes runs to the parti-colored 
type. Their coloring is much more adapt-

unit where Milt and his two assistants, a secretary and an 
artist-researcher, work out the situations, sequence, and art- 
work on his comic strip. In fact, the region around the studio 
almost seemed like a slice out of Hollywood. Surrounding 
estates, just down the road, belong to Paulette Goddard, 
Claudette Colbert, Adolph Zukor, Sam Katz, and Maxwell 
Anderson. 

Photographically, the setup was perfect: there was plenty 
of room to work in; there were many interesting props in the 
studio; there was plenty of diffused daylight pouring in from 
the ceiling-high north windows of the studio; and I couldn’t 
ask for better subjects. 

There was only one thing wrong with my little world at 
that moment. Another photographer with a reporter showed 
up and I had to share the available picture-taking time with 
them. The cameraman was Joe Costa, veteran New York ace, 
and the writer was Hyman Goldberg, both from King Features 
Syndicate. 

We stood around for half an hour being nice about who was 
going to take pictures first. Naturally we couldn’t duplicate 
our shots, because every photographer has his own ideas on 
pictures, and also the organization he works for has special 
requirements. It just isn’t decent to breathe down the neck of 
another photographer, and steal his picture arrangements. 

Since I was making some shots in color and I had only 
tungsten-type film with me, I would have had to wait until it 
got dark outside before I could shoot. Milt’s studio has high 
windows and he didn’t have shades (Continued on page 159)

I was flattered, of course, but there 
were rush preliminaries—leave from the 
San Francisco Chronicle to arrange, bor- 
row equipment (my own didn’t last out 
the war), and round up films and bulbs. 
But NATS co-operated, and Rear Ad- 
miral J. M. Reeves, Jr., its commander, 
got together with Editor Paul C. Smith 
and so I went flying off with INS Writer 
Jim Lee. 

Still it wasn’t a soft job—mainly be- 
cause we were to stick to regular sched- 
uled runs, getting the feel of the service, 
so to speak, rather than fat-catting on 
especially assigned planes. 

We hit just about everything. We su- 
percargoed on the first leg from Oakland 
to Honolulu, finding space to adjust our 
bones somehow among the scientific 
placement of a freight load consisting of 
rush items of tractor tires and machine 
parts, mail sacks, and photographic films 
for use in recording the results of the 
Bikini A-Bomb tests. 

We went through the routine of air 
travel priority controls, making the sched- 
ules late at night or early in the morning, 
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bunking as conditions permitted, eating 
whatever fare could be supplie@ (some- 
times it was warm Maxon meals). Some- 
times we managed to get soft reclining 
seats; sometimes we tossed bedrolls on 
the deck. We also had a crack at the 
spacious giant Martin Mars from Manila 
to Saipan. 

We squeezed in interviews and pic- 
tures of personnel and planes enroute in 
the air and in maintenance shops 
aground. 

From Honolulu ‘we streaked on to tiny 
Johnston Island for a fuel stop and a 
night shot of the four-engined Douglas 
R5D at the facilities there. Then on to 
Kwajalein, one of the key centers of 
Pacific travel and communications. Here 
an inspection of radio and radar controls 
was made. Naval Air Transport Service’s 
on-the-spot service was shown in supply- 
ing highest priority rush material to the 
Kwajalein base where supplies and key 
personnel were gathering for the Bikini 
tests. 

Guam, the real hub of the Pacific, was 
next. That’s where I landed with the 
Marines on D-Day, July 1944, when they

in the world, looks best when it is 

“well dressed.” One of the most 
effective ways to dress a photograph is 
by border printing. 

Border printing is the procedure used 
to print a border around a picture right 
on the enlarging paper. There are sev- 
eral types of printed borders. We are 
going to describe them one by one. All 
we need to make printed borders is a 
sheet of cardboard with clean-cut edges 
(larger in size than the print being 
made) and several sheets of black paper 
or cardboard from which to cut out 
masks. 

Before we start we want to make one 
point clear: This article is not just to 
be read. If you only read it you will not 
learn a thing, and besides it will sound 
confusing to you. The right thing to do 
is to take it to your darkroom and care- 
fully follow the steps described. If you 
do so you will be well rewarded with 
the results. 

The simplest of the printed borders is 
the plain black border. To make it, 
these are the steps to be followed: 

1. Make print as usual. 

2. Leave enlarging paper in easel. 

3. Remove negative from enlarger. 

4. Take opaque cardboard, larger in 
size than the print. Make sure that its 
edges are smooth. Lay this cardboard 
on top of the enlarging paper, covering 
it completely. 

5. Withdraw the cardboard slowly so 
that you uncover the enlarging paper 
along the top edge. Adjust the card- 
board so that the uncovered part will be 
a narrow strip, the same width through- 
out its:‘length (see Figure 1). 

6. Keep the cardboard steady. The best 
way to do it is to place some weight on 
it instead of holding it with the hand. 

7. Turn on the light of the enlarger 
and give plenty of exposure to make the 
border black. Make sure that the card- 
board is in contact with the enlarging 
paper; otherwise the edge of the border 
will not be sharp. 

8. Turn off the light of the enlarger. 
Shift the cardboard so that you will 
cover the part just exposed and uncover 
a narrow strip on the bottom. Adjust 


A PHOTOGRAPH, like anything else 
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the cardboard, put a weight on it to hold 
it in place and in contact with the en- 
larging paper. Expose. z 

9. Repeat the procedure for the two 
sides. 

10. Develop as usual. The border 
should be similar to the one shown in 
Figure 1. 

Next is the “black-white-smooth-gray”’ 
border. To make room for it on our 
prints we have to set the easel so that 
the picture will leave an inch margin un- 
exposed all around. For instance, if we 
use 8x10 paper we set the easel to 6x8 
to make the print from the negative. 
This 6x8 (or whatever you have) setting 
must be accurate. In addition to the use 
of the marking on the easel to set the 
size, we will have to use a ruler to make 
it accurate. We also will have to make 
sure that the margin is an even one inch 
all around. To do that we take an 8x10 
piece of paper (use the back of a dis- 
carded print), put it into the easel, and 
draw a line on it all around holding the 
pencil against the masking strip of the 
easel. The line just drawn should be one 
inch from the edge of the sheet all 
around. This way we make sure that 
the easel is set correctly to produce the 
black-white-smooth-gray border. The 
procedure itself is the following: 

1. Our border will include a gray tone. 
To get the proper exposure for this gray 
tone we have to make a test. We move 
up the enlarger so that its light will fully 
cover the enlarging paper to be used. 
We stop down sufficiently to make the 








exposure easier to control. We make the 
test strip and develop it for the normal 
developing time. We adjust the expo- 
sure so that the test strip will show a 
medium gray. We make a note of the 
exposure and lens opening. 

2. Make the print of the negative. Do 
not remove the enlarging paper from the 
easel after exposure. 

3. Without changing the setting of the 
easel make a black border around the 
print as described above. The only dif- 
ference is that you will have to be more 
careful this time. If before you made 
the black border wider on one side than 
the other you had a chance to make it 
even when trimming the print. Now 
you can not do that because the black 
border is not on the edge of the print. 
Make sure that the black border is even 
and very narrow all around. 

4. Cut out a mask of opaque paper 
about % of an inch larger ail around 
than the size of the opening of the easel. 
In our case that was 6x8 so the mask will 
be 64%4x8%4. Cut this mask on your photo 
trimmer because scissors will not pro- 
duce the smooth edge we need. When 
we have this mask ready we place it on 
top of the enlarging paper (which al- 
ready has the picture and the black bor- 
der printed on it). We place the mask 
so that it fully covers the exposed part 
of the enlarging paper and it overlaps 
the masking strips of the easel evenly all 
around (in our case in the example this 
overlapping will be \% of an inch). This 
overlapping part of the mask will pro- 


duce the white part of the border be- 
tween the black and gray. 

5. We secure the mask in this position 
by placing some weight on it. Now we 
open up the masking strips of the easel 
to uncover the enlarging paper fully. 
During this operation we are extremely 
careful not to move the mask resting on 
the enlarging paper. Now we have the 
enlarging paper on the easel, its middle 
covered by the mask, its edges uncovered 
(see Figure 2). 

6. Now we set the enlarger as it was 
in Step 1, when we made the test strip 
for the gray part of the border. We set 
the lens opening as it was then and give 
the exposure to the uncovered edge of 
the enlarging paper according to our test 
made before, in Step 1. 

7.' Develop the print. What we have 
now is a black-white-smooth-gray border 
all around. An example is shown in 
Figure 2. 

The next class is the “black-white-gray 
with a design” border. We describe two 
varieties of this. In the first one, to get 
the design in the gray part, we place a 
texture screen on the enlarging paper. 

This is a very attractive variety and 
therefore when using it we usually make 
the border quite wide. Before starting 
we change the setting of the easel. Make 
the picture of the negative smaller to 
make room for the wider border. In our 
case the size of the print was decreased 
to 54x64. The mask, with which the 
print is covered while printing the gray 
border, was trimmed down to 5%4x6%4.

border by printing it through a texture screen placed on 
the paper during exposure. Some care must be used when 
selecting pictures for this treatment. Note that more area 
was provided for this border by making the picture smaller. 


was obtained by sprinkling potassium bromide crystals on 
the paper before making the exposure for the gray area. 
The basic procedures for making different types of borders 
are described in the text; you can create new variations. 
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Steps 1-2-3-4-5 are the same as the ones 
described for the previous class—the 
“black-white-smooth-gray” border. 

6. Just before exposing the gray border 
we lay the texture screen on top of the 
enlarging paper, being careful that with 
this operation we do not move the mask 
already on the paper. We place some 


weight on them to keep both mask and 
texture screen from moving. We expose 
the border according to the test made be- 
fore. For the test this time we also had 
to use the texture screen, as it changes 
the exposure. The result is shown in 
Figure 3. 

For the second example in this class, 





The picture area need not necessarily be rectangular with equal margins. Here 
5 the author has elected to place a portrait in an oval opening, leaving a larger 
margin at the bottom than at top and sides. Masks were used, as shown below, to 
obtain this result. A sheet of dry-mounting tissue was placed in the negative car- 
rier of the enlarger to obtain the rough texture which appears in the wide margin.

objects were placed on the border to 
create a design instead of using the tex- 
ture screen. Steps 1-2-3-4-5 again are 
identical with the ones described in the 
previous class. 

6. Just before exposing the gray part 
of the border according to the test strip, 
we lay opaque or translucent objects on 
the uncovered border part of the enlarg- 
ing paper. The objects laid on the en- 
larging paper will leave the parts they 
cover unexposed (the opaque objects) or 
less exposed (the translucent ones) which 
will produce a design or pattern in the 
border. The design in the example 
shown in Figure 4 was produced by 
sprinkling the enlarging paper with po- 
tassium bromide crystals. 

The next class is the “black-gray (with 
or without design)-black” border. In the 
example (Figure 5) we are showing an 
oval shaped print. This is just to demon- 
strate that this also can be done. The 
technique to be described can be applied 
to a square (or any other shape) print 
just as well. The steps are: 

1. Make the test strip for the gray part 
of the border. The design in this area 
of Figure 5 was produced by placing a 
piece of Kodak Dry Mounting Tissue in 
the negative carrier of the enlarger. As 
this changes the exposure, the test strip 
for the border was made with the mount- 
ing tissue in the negative carrier. 

2. We took a piece of opaque paper, 
the size of the enlarging paper being used 
(8x10 in our case). We cut an oval 
hole in the middle of it (you can make 
it any other shape). Now we had two 
pieces: A—The outer part with the oval 
hole in it. B—The oval cut-out (innet 
part). They are shown in Figure 6. So 
far the inner part exactly fitted into the 
hole of the outer part. Now we took the 
inner part (the oval) and cut off a 1/16 
of an inch strip evenly all around. If we 
place the inner part into the hole of the 
outer part now, there will be a gap of 
1/16 of an inch all around. 

3. We place a piece of white paper in 
the easel and place the outer part of 
the mask on top of it. Close the easel 
(Figure 7). At this point we make 
sure that the oval hole of the mask is 
exactly on top of the middle of the en- 
larging paper or a little above it. Now 
we tape the outer part of the mask to

ERE’S an oddity that holds a place 
high on the list of strange shots. 

With all the harsh blacks and whites, one 
would almost think this picture was 
taken with a pile of old-time flash pow- 
der, or by the bright light of a 5-11 fire. 

Ed Maloney of the Associated Press 
took this picture from an upper deck of 
Comiskey Park in Chicago, during a De- 
troit-Chicago game. The negative was 
badly overexposed as a result of his 
banging the shot at the same time as two 
photographers standing near the home 
plate blew their flashbulbs. They can be 
seen in stark relief against the glare. 

Dirt thrown up by the runner sliding 
for home plate seems to hide whether or 
not he’s safe, but the umpire, with chest 
protector hanging free, is anxioqusly 
watching for the throw. Maloney was 
using his Graflex, mounted with a 28-inch 
Zeiss lens. Shutter speed was 1/300 sec- 
ond. The two photographers who were 
his unknowing assistants are Al Mosse of 
the Chicago Sun, and John Feeney of the 
Chicago Tribune.—fm

If you can't 
see it, expose a sheet of high-contrast paper under the enlarger with- 
out a negative, and develop for a gray tone. If there is a "hot spot," 
it will appear as in B. Adjust the lamp height to make the illumination 
even and check again. The developed paper should look like D, below. 
With the light right, the same negative will give a smooth print like C. 


Partial fogging of the paper is responsible for the dark 


area at the lower left corner of this print. It usually is 
a result of storing paper without proper precautions. The 
remedy, of course, is to wrap it safely to keep light out. 


Over-all fogging can be caused by improper storage, un- 
safe darkroom lighting, out-dated paper, or prolonged de- 
velopment. When you must develop over the specified time, 
compare white margins with back of paper to check for fog.

Photography is Tough in the Arctic 


Here is how the author of ““Eskimos** braved the 


cold with camera and notebook to gather material

ered together his excellent Arctic . 
pictures and with a new text and the 
picture editing genius of Horst, has pro- 
duced an entrancing book, “Eskimos.”* 

“Eskimos” is 112-page pictorial journey 
through the lands and the customs of the 
exotic people of the North. Its photo- 
graphs are reproduced with the usual 
fine care of publisher J. J. Augustin’s 
books. To say the photos are astounding 
is an understatement, for de Poncins 
worked under the worst possible photo- 
graphic handicaps in temperatures which 
were frequently more than 50° below. 
His camera froze constantly. Many times 
when he was set for a 1/100 second shot, 
the dull click of the shutter told him that 
the speed had been 1/10 second and that 
the picture was ruined. There is no need 
to tell him that a “dry” camera shouldn’t 
freeze. His was “dry” (that is, unoiled) 
and still it froze. He wore the camera 
on his breast between two “koliktaks” to 
keep it warm, but by the time he had 
taken it out of his clothes, the lens often 
was thickly coated with ice. 

After a shot was taken, de Poncins 
would quickly push the camera into his 
caribou sleeping bag and lie on it for 15 
to 20 minutes to warm it up. Then, and 
only then, was he ready for the next shot. 
He made his own special gloves—with 
three fingers together and the forefinger 
apart—since it was impossible to “click” 
in the caribou mitts. Needless to say, : 
this strange garb puzzled his Eskimo a 
friends very much. . 

Judging exposures presented another This Eskimo delighted in pantomiming de Poncins as he made notes and took pictures. 
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tricky problem, since one of the author’s two exposure meters 
went wrong after two or three months. The other continued 
to work, which was a lucky thing since lights in the Arctic are 
deceiving—and what appears to be little light to the human 
eye may be sufficient for the camera. 

For equipment, de Poncins took with him four cameras—a 
Contax, two Rolleiflexes, and a vest-pocket Kodak. Although 
he often depends on the Contax’s f 1.9 lens to make up for the 
bad winter lighting, it was the Rolleiflexes which undertook 
most of the work. For the past fifteen years, through one man 
expeditions to cannibal land, and explorations in widely varied 
climates and conditions, the Rolleiflex has proved his best bet. 
Other equipment in the Arctic included a supply of Pana- 
tomic-X film and light, and medium yellow filters. 

This list may sound rather scanty compared to the parapher- 
nalia carried around the corner to shoot a cigar store Indian by 
some of our magazine photographers, but remember, de Pon- 
cins is not primarily a photographer—he is first an explorer 
and reporter. His camera role was really forced on him years 
ago by the fact that he couldn’t talk any of his photographic 
friends into the frame of mind where they would be willing 
to live with cannibals. 

De Poncins’ photographic philosophy is a brief though im- 
portant one: “Photography is not painting . . . it has different 
fields, the plastic, the action, the (Continued on page 203)

fancy lightly turns to thoughts of what the girls have

For spring is perhaps the most 
popular season of all for picture-taking. 

To get right down to the heart of the matter, what does 
spring offer amateur photographers who haven’t been—come 
on, admit it now!—taking so many pictures of late? Well, the 
first item spring offers enthusiasts is greatly extended hours

of all-important daylight. For us camera fans who must worn 
for a living, this extra daylight may mean the difference be- 
tween “weekend photography” and real photographic fun 
when we can go out after our pictures any and every day 
we please. 

“Well! fine!” you may say, “Now that I realize that I have 
more time in which to make outdoor pictures, what next? 
What can I do to take full advantage of the spring season?” 

Actually, there are as many photographic opportunities in 
spring as there are in other seasons; but the fellow behind 
the camera must be observant and 
alert if he is to record the many ap- 
pealing shots that lie around him. 

It’s probably safe to say that the 
number one subject (next to babies, 
that is), at this time of year is land- 
scapes. But it takes a practised eye 
to see the picture possibilities that 
are in the landscapes about us. A 
good eye for outdoor beauty is 
worth more to the photographer 
than all the fancy equipment he can 
buy, for without an eye to select the 
good shots you might as well expose 
the roof of your mouth as your film. 
Of course, good equipment can be 
very helpful, but it cannot guaran- 
tee beautiful photographs. 

Taking good pictures of land- 
scapes is not too difficult, but a bit 
of thinking is necessary before you 
push the shutter release. First, there 
is the question of discovering the 
best camera angle for a given view. 
The exact camera position chosen 
should provide an interesting over- 
all arrangement in the viewfinder. It 
usually should also provide some 
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eoseev?®

subject matter in the foreground, middle ground, and back- 
ground; this tends to lend the photograph the illusion of depth. 


Even though a tripod isn’t an absolute necessity, you will 
find it highly desirable. It is very convenient when selecting 
your camera angle to set it up at the spot you have tentatively 
chosen. You may then leave the camera to scout for better 
vantage points without losing your precise camera position. 
Or you may desire to remove unsightly objects from the field 
of view without moving the camera from the spot you have 
selected. 

Using a tripod will, of course, allow you to make longer 
exposures. This comes in very handy indeed when you decide 
that you’d like to stop ’way down to get all objects, near and 
far, in as sharp focus as possible. 

As most of us know, a yellow filter is almost indispensable 
for taking top-quality landscape photographs. If you plan to 
have only one filter, a medium yellow filter is an excellent 
choice. If you will have two (you plutocrat!) a light yellow 
filter and a dark yellow filter make a combination that is diffi- 
cult to beat for all around usefulness. And for photographers 
who want dramatic cloud and sky effects, a red filter should 
be added to the collection. 


You will discover that a good lens shade is also a great help 
in getting superior photographs. If you are thinking of buying 
one, check over the available lens shades very carefully before 
making a final selection. There are, unfortunately, some 
shades on the market which are not very efficient. 

To give you maximum benefit, the lens shade should project 
well in front of the lens without too much spread. When the 
forward edges of the lens shade are just outside the field of 
view, it is a good indication that you are getting protection. It 
is a comparatively simple matter to check this point; simply 
place a piece of groundglass (etched side in) at the focal plane 
of the camera by resting it on the rollers over which the film 
passes and close your lens down. Then move your finger 
inwards from the edge of the shade until it is visible on the 
etched glass. The distance you must move your finger in order 
to see it should be relatively short.

Burk used a 
tolleiflex, mounted with a 15 cm f 3.8 Zeiss 
Tessar lens. His exposure was 1/100 at 
f 12.7 on Super-XX film.

Eileen Jansen, aboard her prancing white 
charger, seems to be having the time of her 
life, and Samuel Wu’s photograph carries 
that infectious gaiety over to anyone who 
even glances at the picture. It was one of a 
series Wu turned out for a California fash- 
ions designer, and he believed it too good to 
restrict to advertising. And so did we. Wu 
used a Rolleiflex mounted with a 7.5 cm 
f 3.5 Tessar lens. The sun was his only 
source of light, and no filter was used. Ex- 
posure was 1/250 second at f 11. 
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Framed under the foreleg of the statuary 


horse in Max Tharpe’s photograph, one can 
see a repetition of the motif in a gasoline 


advertisement’s flying horse in the back- 
ground. He used a Zeiss Ikonta, 4-inch 


Novar f 4.5 lens. His exposure was 1/100 
at f 8 on Plus-X film. 
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Misty Night was made at a time when the 
weather would add depth, mystery, and in- 
terest to the planned picture. Tharpe cut 
down his aperture to add a twinkle to the 
lights. He prefers misty evenings for night 
shots, believing that photographs made on 
clear nights tend to have too much flatness, 
and lack perspective. Zeiss Ikonta, with 
aperture closed down to f 22. No filter was 
used, and the exposure was 17 minutes on 
Eastman Plus-X film. 


It has been said that Fritz Henle is a man 
who uses not only a camera, but his heart. 
After one has looked at enough Henle pho- 
tographs it is realized that this comes close 
to the truth. His pictures are always 
tinged by sympathy or feeling. This partic- 
ular photograph of the Place de la Con- 
corde, though a small print, carries with it 
a vast amount of loneliness and isolation, 
and yet it has not been deliberately blurred 
to create that effect, for focus is sharp from 
the pillars which support a public building 
at the far end of the Place to the fountain 
which forms the striking foreground. Taken 
with a Rolleiflex at f 8 with an exposure of 
3 minutes on Ansco Superpan Supreme. 
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Once upon a time, and all too often, pictures 
of the Washington Monument were made 
with its image brightly shown in the reflect- 
ing pool built between it and the Lincoln 
Memorial. However, nowadays, and per- 
haps fortunately, one can’t get that view, 
because the Navy has built wooden over- 
passes across the reflecting pool. So, Stew- 
art Love hiked around the Monument for 
some four hours, carrying 35 pounds of 
equipment before he finally found a small 
tidal basin inlet which allowed a reflection 
of the Monument. After much maneuvering 
to frame the subject in the trees, he man- 
aged to line everything up to his satisfac- 


tion. Love used a 4x5 Speed Graphic, 
mounted with a Zeiss Tessar 6-inch f 4.5 
lens His exposure was multiple, approxi- 


mately thirty of ten seconds each, with his 
lens closed down to f 16 As traffic passed, 
he would close his shutter, and finally the 
individual exposures reached a five minute 


total Shot on Eastman’ Super Panchro 
Press film. 
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The professional stage has many times 


made good use of a gauze curtain, hung in 
front of some scene taking place behind it 





on some set. This curtain is called a 
“scrim,” and it can be used for several pur- 
poses. It can be lighted from the audience 
side, and effectively conceal what is going 
on behind it, or the scene behind it can be 
lighted from the stage side of the curtain 
and everything is revealed, but with a 
vague, mist-like quality. Or again, as Alan 
Fontaine has done in his photograph of Girl 
with Fan, objects can be mounted on the 
“scrim,” and serve as an effective adjunct 
to the picture. His use of cheesecloth i- 
easily copied, and might be attempted by 
those who make portraits as a hobby. He 
used a view camera, with 12 inch lens, ex- 
posure was 1/25 at f 11. 
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At first glance at this de Dienes beauty, one 
can hardly tell whether the model is posed 
against water or against sky. There is noth- 
ing that ties it to earth, the figure sits alone 
and isolated, with nothing to conflict with 
the center of interest. The stark white 
springboard carries your eye in to Karen 
Raven, and there it is held. Andre de Dienes 
used a 4x5 Grafiex, a medium yellow filter 
and took the picture at 1/40 second at f 11. 
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John Makar, in Ghost House, found a sub- 
ject which, in spite of light and sky and 
growing ground, carries an air of mystery. 
Makar used a Rolleiflex with Tessar lens 
stopped down to f 11. A yellow filter was 
used with Verichrome film, and _ shutter 
speed was 1/100 second. 


Even those who dislike abstracts, or pic- 
tures which to them have a sterile quality, 
will have to admit that Design, by William 
Beal, is a completely imaginative concep- 
tion, and one executed with striking tech- 
nique. The picture was made at Malibu 
Beach, and Beal used sunlight only, a 
Newton 4x5 view camera and an f 7.7 Ko- 
dak Anastigmat of 8 inch focal length, 
stopped down to f 22. His exposure was at 
1/25 second with a 25 A (red) filter on De- 
fender XF Pan film. 
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Peter James Samerjan is an _ ingenious 
photographer, at least as regards the props 
he will find to use. The frame in which his 
model is posed was borrowed from a con- 
struction job going on next door, but the 
bow ties were home-grown. Samerjan, shoot- 
ing Barbara Johnson, used a 4x5 view cam- 
era, one 750 watt spot, two 500 watt spots 
and one floodlamp for fill-in. His exposure 
was 1/25 second at f 11. 
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Clouds in the background of this photo- 
graph by Eva Luoma came from a second 
negative which was double printed with the 
shot of the three children to achieve the 
desired result. She uses a Rolleiflex, and on 
this shot, cut her aperture to f 11 and shot 
at 1/50 second. 


Dress Right, Dress! was the title given to 
this clever shot of three ducklings by their 
photographer, Jewel Rose Miller. A 4x5 
Graflex was used, probably resting right o: 
the ground, and the camera mounted wit 
a Kodak Anastigmat f 7.7 lens. Exposu! 
was at 1/165 second at f 11. The photograp 
was made at 9:30 A.M., in bright sunlight

able to good photographic rendering than 
the solid-colored variety. Let’s suppose 
you are on location and have five of 
these beautiful parti-coated cocker pups 
as models. The first thing is to find as 
large a room as possible in which to 
work. Then let the little pups out of 
their confinement so that they can run 
helter-skelter all over the room. After

they have investigated the equipment 
and have satisfied their natural curiosity, 
try to win their friendship and confi- 
dence by giving them a few dog biscuits. 
This must all be done in the shortest 
possible time. If the pups become tired, 
which they quickly do, you may have to 
confine yourself to sleeping pictures. 

Next, set up a small box or table 
against a plain colored wall, if possible; 
if not, then use one of the Army blankets 
as background. The other blanket should 
be placed on the table to serve as a base. 
Then set up the camera, focus on some 
subject the same size as the pups, and 
mark off a spot on the table where you 
intend to place the models. Stopping 
down the camera to as small an opening 
as possible, preferably f 22 or f 32, will 
give sufficient depth of field to take care 
of any backward or forward movement. 

The matter of lighting is quite impor- 
tant in obtaining good dog pictures. Fine 
texture and detail in the dog’s coat are 
absolutely essential. To guarantee the 
desired results, place the main light at a 
forty-five degree angle from the camera 
a little above the height of the pups. 
Then put a fill-in light directly in line 
with the camera throwing light into the 
shadowed portions of the subjects. This 
lighting setup will give the brilliance 
that is necessary for fine dog pictures. If 
any of the pups appears dull and his 
nose dry, it is advisable to eliminate him 
from the group. 

Once you have the models in place on 
the table, work swiftly and precisely. No

rushing around pell-mell, for this may 
frighten the pups and cause no end of 
trouble. Give each pup a dog biscuit 
while he is in position and when he has 
finished eating, walk calmly back to the 
camera with the box of dog biscuits un- 
der your arm. The pups’ eyes will usu- 
ally follow the photographer in expecta- 
tion of more food. Then if you raise the 
box of dog biscuits up over your head 
and shake it a little or make a few odd 
noises, the pups will assume different ex- 
pressions. When they do, each dog in 
line, snap the shutter. 

I have found this to be a successful 
procedure, and which I follow whether 
the job is a portrait of one dog or a 
group shot of several. Occasionally when 
taking pictures of cockers you will run 
into one ornery, mischievous little rascal 
that just will not stay put. Keep your 
eye on this little trouble maker, as nine 
times out of ten he will be the one to add 
the “punch” that will give your shots 
plenty of life. Also keep in mind that the 


mischievous pup is the one you will want 
to use for human-interest. 

When you have finished with the litter, 
it is always a good idea to take single 
shots of the most desirable pups, or to 
take any story-telling pictures which you 
may have in mind. The important thing 
to remember is that you must work 
quickly, watching for every opportunity. 
Remember, cockers become very nervous

a stranger you must win their confidence. 

An evening spent taking photographs 
of cockers will undoubtedly be a very 
trying one to the beginning photographer, 
or the experienced one, for that matter, 
but the time spent will be well worth 
the effort. After you have a little experi- 
ence along these lines, you will find each 
new attempt will be easier than the last, 
and before long you will find that the 
“cocker” will help you crash salons, Sun- 
day rotogravure sections, magazines, and 
the top photography contests.—™

the masking bands of the easel so that 
if we open the easel the mask will .go 
with it’ but it can not slip sideways. The 
tape used for securing the mask to the 
easel should be the cellulose masking 
type which can be removed easily be- 
cause we will have to remove it during 
printing. 

4. We compose and focus the picture 
on the white paper showing through the 
oval hole in the mask. Make a test 
strip for the negative. 

5. Replace the white paper with the 
enlarging paper. This should be easy if 
the mask is secured correctly to the 
easel. 

6. Make the exposure for the picture. 

7. Place the inner (oval) part of the 
mask on top of the enlarging paper so 
that it fits into the hole of the outer part 
leaving a narrow strip (1/16”) of en- 
larging paper uncovered between the 
two parts of the mask (Figure 8). Place 
weights on top of the inner part of the 
mask to keep it from moving. 

8. Remove the negative from the en- 
larger. 

9. Expose the narrow strip of enlarg- 
ing paper showing between the two 
parts of the mask. Give sufficient ex- 
posure to produce a black. 

10. Very carefully remove the outer 
part of the mask. Extreme care is 
necessary to prevent the moving of the 
inner part (Figure 9). 

11. Put the mounting tissue into the 
negative carrier and expose the gray 
part of the border according to test al- 
ready made. 

12. Make a black border all around as 
previously described. 

13. Develop. 

The next class is one in which we 
combine the photograph of an actual 
picture frame with the print of a nega- 
tive. This is just double printing. The 


example shown in Figure 10 was made | 


like this: 

1. We put the negative of the picture 
frame into the enlarger and focused it. 
Then we cut a mask out of opaque paper 
to cover the inside of the frame where 
the picture will be printed. This mask 
should fit the inside of the frame exactly 
on the projected image. 

2. Make a test strip for the frame. 

3. Close the masks of the easel so that 
it will cover the projected image of the 
frame and will leave uncovered only the 
inside where the picture will be printed. 

4. Place the negative to be printed into 
the enlarger, focus and compose it, make 
test strip. 

5. Put the enlarging paper into the 
easel, expose it according to the test just 
made. Leave the enlarging paper in the 
easel after exposure. 

6. Cover the part of the enlarging pa- 
per just exposed, with the mask cut out 
in Step 1. Place a weight on it. 

7. Open up the masks of the easel to 
uncover the rest of the enlarging paper. 

8. Put the negative of the picture frame 
into the enlarger. Through the red safety

The selection of the type of border for 
any given picture is important, and the 
more elaborate ones have more limited 
usefulness. Almost any photograph can 
be shown to good advantage by using 
narrow black or black-and-white borders, 


























By double printing you can employ 
a picture frame as a border for any of 
your photographs. Masks are used to 
cover frame and picture areas while each 
is printed separately. Unusual borders of 
this type must be used with discretion.

but probably it is very seldom that you 
will find occasion to employ a picture- 
frame border like the one in Figure 10. 
Let your own taste be your guide in de- 
ciding what types to use. 

If you have followed carefully the steps 
described here, you have learned the 
basic techniques of border printing. With 
the use of these techniques you will be 
able to turn out an endless variety of 
printed borders. Take your time when 
you are making them. First make your 
plans, then proceed slowly to give your- 
self a chance to do a good, accurate job. 
Border printing is basically easy. With 
good planning and careful execution you 
will have excellent results.—p

it a hell of a place for battle, but in 
peace time it offers very pictorial sub- 
jects. 

Up to here we encountered little in the 
way of photographic problems. But the 
heat plus the heavy tropical rains made 
for high humidity that was a threat to 
the keeping qualities of the filmpacks I 
used. There is little to worry about in 
hot, dry climates where the keeping qual- 
ity of film is very good. You simply 


shield the camera when’ not in use so as | 
to avoid direct sun. Find any bit of shade | 
to set the camera when out of action | 


even a minute. 

Really, precautions in muggy, humid 
climates are very simple, too, I’ve found. 
I'd develop exposed film immediately, 
wherever practicable. Otherwise I'd 
package them in a container with an ab- 
sorbent chemical like calcium chloride; 
or if that wasn’t available, I'd use some 
simple dessicator like rice or tea. 

On this trip, though, I could do even 
better. I repackaged the exposed film in 
the silver foil and adhesive wrappings in 
which they had come tropically packed, 
and from time to time had them flown 
back to San Francisco to await my return 
to develop them there. We were rushing 
along too fast for me to stop and take ad- 
vantage of laboratories at bases along the 
way. 

As a matter of fact, I found that with 
rapid demobilization at war’s end, most 
|of the laboratories were left practically 
unmanned and the elaborate fixtures and 
|equipment left mostly in a state of dis- 
repair. I found conditions in most places

do my developing on my own home 
grounds. 

In other words, I found it wasn’t at all 
necessary to use the special techniques 
which were necessary during the war in 
the stinking New Guinea conditions—such 
as having to wait ’til nighttime and then 
scrounging the engineers for ice to try to 
get the temperature of solutions down 
into the upper eighties so as to make 
tropical developer and hypo feasible. 

And here’s a passing word, too, on 
keeping the camera clean—the battle 
against fungus is constant in those far 
areas in the lower latitudes and near the 
equator. The tiniest bit of light oil or 
saddle soap on leather or wood parts, and

plentiful applications of lens cleaning 
tissue on the optical parts, is a must. Any 
direct exposure to rainfall must be im- 
mediately dried off. 

As for exposures I didn’t worry too 
much, either. My own experience was 
that best results came from full expo- 
sures, not under or too much over. Don’t 
let the brightness fool you. In these areas 
the light is overhead and the contrasts 
great. Best times for taking pictures are 
during a shortened middle day. How- 
ever, this still leaves quite a range for 
experimenting. Some of my better shots 
were made both early and late. 

But back to Guam. It seemed we were 
always coming back to Guam. It was the 
three-directional hopping off place for 
points farther East. On our schedule were 
the Philippines, Shanghai, and Tokyo. 
NATS routes do not go directly from one 
to the other. After a quick tour of the 
Philippine points of Samar (Guiuan), 
Mactan, Cebu, Palawan, and Manila, we 
had to hop back to Guam via Saipan in 
order to head for Shanghai with stopover 
at Okinawa. Thence back again to reach 
Tokyo via Iwo Jima. 

There was a bit of local color at Samar 
with native civilian helpers at the airfield 
and some jungle background. The nearby 
town of Guiuan was a rain-sopped but 
teeming confusion of honkytonk and na- 
tive arts. The cathedral off the square 
gave an Old World appearance; outside 
it had the look of centuries of decay. 

Stopping over at Mactan, we turned 
out the NATS crew of two, an officer and 
his staff of one, and took a history-geog- 
raphy lesson with a visit to the monu- 
ment marking the place where the great 
navigator Magellan met his death in bat- 
tle with the natives in 1521. Then across

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the channel to Cebu, once proud second 
city of all the Philippines, now showing 
the effects of terrific pounding wrought 
by Jap bombardment and invasion. 
Palawan was the next refueling spot, 
before the run up to Manila. Time was 
short, but we managed a picture of the 
NATS crew with its celebrated mascot 
whose kittens, it was said, populated 
most of the bases within a thousand miles.

After the Guam shuttle again, we went 
to Shanghai via Okinawa, where the 
NATS men had made brave history in 
air evacuations at the height of the cam- 
paign there. When we went on to Shan- 
ghai we met our first real reverse in the 
weather. But we did what we could, 
within the limitation of time, trying to 
get in some local color. At Kiangwan 
field we got in some picture work to 
illustrate the Ground Control Approach 
radar control system for bringing planes 
into the field in double zero weather. 

On the way to Tokyo we stopped over 
at Iwo Jima, which needs no introduction 
to the public. It now boasts a couple of 
engineering “impossibilities”; one is the 
9,800 foot airstrip which “could not be 
built” (before the advent of Seabees and 
Army Combat Engineers) and the other 
is a three lane highway that runs ten 
miles around the perimeter of the island 
and on to the top of Suribachi, 

Now, then, all this travelog stuff is not 
meant to set forth that there were no 
problems. There were, and some of them 
were not of the minor variety. Censor- 
ship took over a couple of rolls of aerial 
film and some color shots, and I had 
quite a time getting them back, and the 
channels reached all the way to Washing- 
ton and return. 

The filmpacks I was able to send on 
home and those I brought back with me 
were developed in DK20, blown up to 
14x17’s and rushed along to the Ziff-Davis 
Publishing Company, Chicago publishers, 
along with Kodachrome shots given ex-

man Kodak laboratories. The result, at 
least about 150 shots of it, are now evi- 
dent in the book Operation Lifeline.

Editor’s Note: When Joe Rosenthal re- 
turned to Iwo Jima in June, 1946 to take 
his photographs for Operation Lifeline, he 
saw an island considerably different from 
the one he left 16 months before. Quonset 
huts dotted the barren landscape, a road 
had been built, and other modern instal- 
lations provided. Still there, however. 
were grim reminders of the terrific strug- 
gle. Remnants of Japanese and American 
ships littered the beaches; huge battered 
pillboxes attested to the grim fight put up 
by the defenders; and two cemeteries 
marked the resting place of 5,440 heroes 
of the Third, Fourth, and Fifth Marine 
divisions. 

Rosenthal’s greatest surprise awaited 
him as he approached the crest of Mt. 
Suribachi. Here he found a flag and a 
monument marking the spot where leath- 
ernecks of the Fifth Marine division 
raised Old Glory during the fierce fight- 
ing for the island in February, 1945—the 
scene he turned into the most famous 
photograph to come out of World War II. 

On his trip, every foot of which was 
covered by air, Rosenthal flew in many 
types of aircraft, from the 4-engined 82- 
ton Martin “Mars” to a single-engined 
trainer. But the top thrill of his 26,000- 
mile journey came outside Tokyo in a 
twin-engined Douglas R4D (DC-3) from 
which he was to shoot the towering. 
snow-crested Fujiyama, supreme trade- 
mark of Japan. Joe’s equipment was a 
Fairchild K-20 for black-and-white film, 
and a Leica with color film. The experi- 
ence is best related by Jim Lee, ace Inter- 
national News Service correspondent who 
accompanied Rosenthal and who wrote 
the text for Operation Lifeline. Lee 
writes “We have a rendezvous with 
a Douglas Skymaster (R5D) at Fujiyama 
late in the afternoon. From our vantage 
point in the clouds, we watch the 4- 
engined airplane take off and observe its 
silvery climb into fleecy clouds. 

“Now we watch the R5D approach 
... we and the mountain are above the 
clouds—13,000 feet uwp—and the sun is 
cooperating beautifully with our mis- 
sion .. . Suddenly we are on the side of 
the mountain that is deep purple... 
The Skymaster is well within camera 
range now, and we seem to slide in 
closer and closer until we can distinguish 
the features of the passengers staring 
from the cabin windows...It is a 
scene of unforgettable beauty ... rose 
tinted, ivory colored billowing clouds: 
gleaming lances of the setting sun; the 
shimmering silvery airplane ... In the 
co-pilot’s seat, Joe is clicking his camera 

. . we almost nudge the Skymaster, but 
we pull away from underneath her .. 
suddenly the big plane hits a “hole” in 
the air and drops down. down, down, past 
the spot we just vacated, until she finds 
stable air again, flattens to her work like 
a greyhound of the skies, and courses 
eastward ... And we turn swiftly to- 
ward the setting sun and watch the cool 
blue curtain of twilight fall ever so 
gently across the sky of Nippon.”

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Notes on the Selection and 


Use of CINE LENSES 


By HARRIS B. TUTTLE, APSA, ARPS 


Use of telephoto, wide-angle, and other lenses adds 


variety and interest to your personal movies. Here is 


accurate information on what you can expect of them 


HE lenses regularly supplied with 
movie cameras cover an angle 
closely approximating that covered 
by the human eyes. The 1-inch focal 
length lens (25 mm) supplied as the 
standard lens on 16 mm cameras covers a 
horizontal angle of 21.5° and a vertical 
angle of 16.2°. The %-inch (13 mm) 
focal length lens employed as standard 
equipment on 8 mm cameras covers a 
horizontal angle of 19.4° and a vertical 
angle of 14.6°. These are considered as 
“normal.” 
While the angle of critical human vi- 
sion is about 5 to 7°, the angle of con- 
scious vision is about 25°. This approxi-

mates the angle covered by standard 
lenses with which cameras are normally 
equipped. 

In most cases, ciné lenses covering 
areas varying from 5° to 30° in their an- 
gle of view reproduce areas comparable 
to what is normally seen by the eye. 
When lenses covering less than 5° are 
used, it is often evident in the projected 
picture because the subject appears un- 
naturally close and both subject and 
background appear enlarged. When ex- 
tremely wide-angle lenses are used, some 
objects, particularly those close to the 
camera, often appear distorted because 
the distant objects are not enlarged on 


the film in the same proportion. 

In still picture photography the stand- 
ard camera lens covers a greater number 
of degrees than lenses used on movie 
cameras. This is because in viewing a 
still picture, the eye can leisurely scan 
the whole picture from one side to the 
other. In motion pictures the action in 
the picture directs the attention of the 
eye to a smaller angle and the eye doesn’t 
have time to scan the picture except in 
the case of scenics or other scenes where 
there is no action in the picture. The use 
of a narrower angle lens in motion pic- 
tures may therefore add to the realism 
of the pictwe and make it easier for the 
audience to follow the focal point of in- 
terest. The wide-angle lenses used on 
ciné cameras actually cover a narrower 
angle than is covered by standard lenses 
on still cameras. 


Types of Cameras 


Motion picture cameras are of two 
types: the fixed lens type and inter- 
changeable lens type. The fixed lens 
camera is equipped with a standard focal 
length lens, and this must be used for all 
pictures made with the camera. The in- 
terchangeable type is of two designs; first 
the type that permits the removal of the 
standard lens and the attachment of other 
lenses such as the wide-angle and long

in this manner is not as pleasing as that 
obtained with a longer focal length lens, 
wherein the desired object size is ob- 
tained and a more pleasing perspective 
retained. 

The image size obtained with lenses of 
the various focal lengths is in direct ratio 
to the size produced with the standard 
lens. For example, if an image of certain 
size is obtained with the one-inch lens 
used on 16 mm cameras, a lens of two- 
inch focal length produces an image twice 
the size, and covers about one-half the 
angle or number of degrees. A lens of 
three-inch focal length gives an image 
three times the size; a four-inch lens, four 
times; and a six-inch lens, six times the 
size. This same principle also applies to 
long focus lenses used on 8 mm cameras 
(See Figure 2). 

Often it is necessary to film distant or 
even nearby objects which cannot be ap- 
proached with the camera. Such subjects 
include sports, such as football games, 
wild animals, surgical operations, and 
other similar types of subjects. The use 
of long focus lenses is an absolute neces- 
sity to obtain large images in filming 
such subjects (See Figure 3). 


Use of Wide-angle Lenses 


In some cases it may be desirable to 
include an area larger than is normally 
included by lenses of standard focal 
length. This can be accomplished by use 
of a wide-angle lens. The focal length of 
such lenses usually approximates the 
width of the picture aperture. 

Wide-angle lenses are used for the def- 
inite purpose of including more field of 
view than is possible with the so-called 
normal focal length lens (See Figure 4). 
The use of such lenses is also necessary 
when there is limited working space, and 
where the desired field of view cannot be 
covered by the normal focal length lens. 
If a wide-angle lens is not available, or if 
a fixed lens camera is employed, it is 
necessary to resort to panoraming. This 
of course must be done very very slowly. 

Bearing in mind that from a fixed cam-

era position the image on the film will be 
in direct proportion to the focal length of 
the lens used, it is quite apparent that 
the serious worker will require a number 
of lenses of different focal lengths to meet 
the range of circumstances normally en- 
countered in motion picture work. 

Table I shows the number of degrees 
covered by lenses used on 16 mm and 
8 mm cameras. 

The picture diagram shown in Figure 
2 illustrates the relative areas covered 
by some of the lenses used on both 16 
mm and 8 mm cameras. 

The standard focal length of lens sup- 
plied on either size of camera will be 
satisfactory for most average picture 
making conditions. There are many cir- 
cumstances, however, where it is advan- 
tageous to have one or more lenses of 
longer or shorter focal length than the 
standard lens. These conditions might be 
grouped in the several divisions shown in 
Table II. 


Use a Wide-angle Lens: 


1. When pictures are made in small 
rooms or otherwise cramped quarters, 
wherein it is desirable to include an 
area larger than can be covered by 
the standard lens. 

2. When it is necessary to include a 
larger area in the picture, but unde-

tained with the standard lens without 
placing the camera closer to the sub- 
ject. Such conditions exist in filming 
golf tournaments, football and baseball 
games, big game hunting, yacht races, 
and practically all major sports where 
it is desirable to obtain large images 
but impractical to get close to the sub- 
ject. This also applies to the filming of 
wild life subjects such as birds, ani- 
mals, surgical operations, etc. (See 
Figure 3). 

The choice of focal lengths will depend 
entirely upon the requirements of the 
user. The naturalist filming birds and 
animal life or the medical photographer 
will probably require a complete set of 
telephoto lenses to meet all picture-mak- 
ing situations. 

The use of a wide-angle or short focal 
length lens tends to minimize slight cam- 





era movements. The use of a long-focus 
or telephoto lens accentuates all move- 
ments. Most users of movie cameras find 
it difficult to hold cameras equipped with 
standard lenses still enough during pho- 
tography. It is therefore expecting a lot 
from the average worker to assume he 
can hold a camera steady when a tele- 
photo lens is used. Therefore the best 
results will be obtained when all tele- 
photo shots are made with the camera on 
a tripod. 

A careful worker can’ hold a 16 mm 
camera steady in hand when fitted with 
a 50 mm (2-inch) lens or an 8 mm cam- 
era with a 25 mm (1-inch) lens, providing 
some object is used for support. The 
body can be braced against a tree or pole 
or the camera rested partially on a fence 
post or other similar object available in 
the field. When lenses of longer focal

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length are used, such as the 2%, 3, 4, 
44, or 6-inch focal length, then a tripod 
must be employed (See Figure 5). 


Lens Aperture and Depth of Field 


One of the important factors which 
must be considered in using long focal 
length lenses is that such lenses do not 
have as great a depth of field as standard 
lenses. (Depth of field is often errone- 
ously referred to as depth of focus.) This 
means that, in order to obtain the depth 
of field required, such lenses must be 
stopped down and used at apertures 
which will produce the desired depth. 
This can be accomplished by using more 
lamps indoors or by filming in brighter 
light outdoors or by using faster films. 
Since the depth of field is not as great 
with telephoto lenses, some sacrifice in 
this respect must be expected. 


Selection of Lens and Working 
Distance 


It is sometimes desirable to determine 
quickly object and image relationships, 
so that the correct focal length of lens 
can be selected without loss of time. Let 
us assume that an image height of ap- 
proximately 6mm would be about right 
for 16mm film where in the picture size 
is 74x10mm. (This would utilize the 
full screen height in the projected pic- 
ture.) Six millimeters is approximately 
one-quarter of an inch or roughly one- 
fiftieth of a foot. If it were desirable to 
image an object of one foot in height at 
a distance of 50 feet from the camera, on 
the film as an image one-fiftieth of a foot 
high, the reduction in size would obvi- 
ously be fifty to one. 

Since the object and image size are in 
the same relationship as the object-image 
distance from the lens, this would call 
for a lens 1/50 of 50 feet or one foot 
(12-inch) focal length. Inasmuch as the 
longest focal length lens supplied at the 
present time for 16 mm cameras is 6 
inches in focal length, it is obvious that 
an image 3 mm (or about one half of 
screen height) in size would be obtained 
at the 50-foot distance or it would be 
necessary to use the camera at 25 feet 
in order to obtain a film image exactly 
6 mm high or full picture height on the 
screen (See Figure 7). 

It will help considerably always to 
think of the usable image height, or full 
projected picture height, as one fiftieth 
of a foot. Then consider the object to be 
filmed in terms of its relation to image 
height. For example, a man six feet tall 
is 300 times the image size. If the focal 
length of the lens available is one inch 
(25mm), the man must be 300x1 inch or 
300 inches (25 feet) away to fill the full 
picture height on the screen. This line 
of reasoning will help materially in se- 
lecting the range of focal lengths of lenses 
needed to do a specific type of filming.

The Ciné Kodak Titler which is 
equipped with a portra lens can be used 
successfully in making a great many 
closeups of small objects (See Figure 


| 6). 


Portra lenses are available in suitable 
mounts for use with the various types of 
lenses. Such lenses enable one to focus 


on objects filmed close to the camera and

which cannot be focused by the regular 
lens focusing scale. The standard 25mm 
and 13 mm ciné lenses in focusing mounts 
focus down to about 2 feet. The 15mm 
f 2.7 wide-angle lens focuses down to six 
inches. In filming small objects at dis- 
tances closer than two feet when the 
standard lens is used on the camera, the 
portra lenses can be employed. These 
lenses are available in 1+, 2+, and 3+ 
diopters. Tables III-A and III-B show 
the size of field covered by each at dif- 
ferent camera-to-subject distances and 
with the camera lens focused at different 
distance markings on the lens scale. 


Lenses of Different Diopters 


Positive spectacle lenses of practically 
any diopter can be used in closeup pho- 


| tography. “Diopter” indicates the power 


of the lens. A lens of one diopter has a 
focal length of one meter. The dioptric 


| power of a lens is the reciprocal of its 


focal length when expressed in meters. 
Thus a lens with a focal length of 100 mm 
or .1 meter, has a power of 10 diopters. 

Supplementary lenses of .75 diopters, 
1.0, 1.5, 2.5, 5., diopters have been found 
useful in motion picture photography for 
average closeup work when the object 
must be placed from 15 to 24 inches from 
the camera. In filming extremely small 
objects 8 to 15 inches from the camera 
stronger lenses of 8 or 10 diopters can be 
used. Such lenses should be optically 
centered in a suitable mount for use with 
the standard camera lens. While supple- 
mentary lenses can be used with any 
type lens, they have been found most 
useful with lenses of standard focal 
lengths.

in their mounts beyond the normal focus- 
ing scale. This permits focusing on ob- 
jects much closer to the camera than is 
covered by the normal focusing scale. 
(See Figure 10.) The range of distances 
covered by this method is somewhat lim- 
ited compared to the range which can be 
covered by a series of portra or other 
supplementary lenses. There are many 
instances where the use of such lenses is 
absolutely necessary, such as in making 
closeup movies showing reptiles and 
small animals. 


Use of Lens Extension Tubes 


For extremely close-up work, where 
some degree of magnification may be re- 
quired on the film, lens extension tubes 
are recommended. Since the use of ex- 
tension tubes requires accurate framing

and focusing, such equipment should be 
used only on cameras equipped for visual 
framing and focusing such as the Cineé-

TRAP FOR PROJECTOR LIGHT 
































The light-trap illustrated is cheap and 
easy to make, and is one of the best of 
many gadgets I have. The materials con- 
sist of corrugated cardboard and gummed 
paper tape; the only tool is a pocket 


knife. I formed a rectangular tube of 
the corrugated board to fit snugly over 
the top of my projector and slit the cor- 
ners of the upper end so I could tape in 
the tabs and make a solid top. Then I 
cut the opening in the back for the hot 
air outlet. The exact dimensions are not 
important, but my box méasures approx- 
imately 5” high, 4” long, and 3” wide 
with the opening in the back 234x134 
This trap effectively kills the reflected 
light to the ceiling and greatly improves 
the quality of the projection. A light 
trap such as this can be made to fit an) 
projector which spills light through the 
top, providing the housing extends abovs 
the frame. Extreme care should be taken 
to use this light-trap only on projectors 
which are cool in operation because it 
naturally will cut down on the effective 
ness of the air cooling system.—Willian

Let’s Talk 





HERE have been statements of 
late prophesying the imminent de- 
mise of black-and-white photog- 
raphy. Harold C. Harsch, head of the 


Color Products Development Labora- 
tories of Ansco, for instance, recently told 
the New York Technical Section of the 
Photographic Society of America that all 
photography will be in color within ten 
years. Oracles are always suspect, but 
technicians base prognostications upon 
sound knowledge. Harsch, after all, is at 
one of the two main fountainheads of col- 
or in America and he should know. 

What will the realization of this dire 
prophecy mean to photography and pho- 
tographers in 1957? There were, you re- 
member, those who wept when sound 
came to bury the silent cinema forever 
in 1927. Movies at that time were, in the 
minds of many, just about coming of age, 
developing a form of expression ap- 
proaching a true art. Motion picture 
photography was leaning less and less on 
words; subtitles were becoming fewer 
and fewer. The art of the motion pic- 
ture was becoming a more coherent 
creative form. But sound came to whisk 
it from the screen in an orgy of noise 
and rasping voices, with Al Jolson lead- 
ing the roaring procession. The silent 
picture was dead forever. 

This parallel, of course, may not ap- 
pear entirely appropriate. It might seem 
better to have compared the annihilation 
of black and white by color in still pho- 
tography with the infiltration of black- 
and-white motion pictures by color, but 
the latter is being accomplished with 
something .less than revolutionary re- 
sults. The displacement of black-and- 
white still photography by color photog- 
raphy, however, is in the nature of 
revolutionary thing in that our entire 
concept of photographs and techniques 
in making them will be radically 
changed, just as sound changed the 
whole concept of motion pictures. 

Visually, color brings photography 
closer to realism, which in spite of the 
protests of some photographers, will be a 
good thing. The vaunted realism of black- 
and-white photography has always been 
a myth, anyway. Sharpness of drawing 
is not realism. The world would be an 
even more tragic place if it were shorn 
of the pigmentation which sometimes 
makes it glorious. The city in black and 
white may be a tolerable place, but who 
would want to live with an animated 
statue of a woman in the monochrome 
gray with which we are familiar and 
curiously satisfied in a photograph? 
With color added to the camera’s ac- 
curate drawing, the art of painting will 
probably flee still further into the ab- 
stract and non-objective dream world. 
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However untrue the pigmentation of a 
good color photograph may be, it is yet 
truer to the subject than are the mono- 
chrome grays of a black-and-white 
(print), and at least as true as the aver- 
age realistic painting. Nor is there any 
logical reason to suppose that the chem- 
istry of color photography will not im- 
prove to the point where basic color 
verity is as satisfactory as the pigments 
used by painters. What is done with the 
basic dyes and chemistry, however, is the 
future responsibility of the photog- 
raphers. 

In that alone there are seeds for a 
revolution. There is, for instance, no 
reason to suppose that all top-flight 
black-and-white photographers will auto- 
matically be converted into top-flight 
color photographers. Someone, in writ- 
ing about art has said that while good 
drawing can do without color, color can- 
not do without good drawing. The fact 
that that sage observation, while per- 
fectly applicable to painting and draw- 
ing, is not applicable to photography is 
but another hint of the wide gulf that 
exists between the two media. In the 
case of photography the camera, willy 
nilly, does the drawing, and although it 
can do without color now, the time will 
come when it probably will have to put 
up with it. And when that time comes 
the photographer who can’t cope with 
color will be at a disadvantage. 

Color, no matter how simple the proc- 
ess becomes, will merely add to the 
complexities of photography. The whole 
process will become more exacting, you 
can be sure, and added to the always ex- 
isting problem of picture conception and 
organization (composition) will be the 
new problem of color. This will not be 
merely a matter of studying color har- 
monies and referring to color wheels and 
charts as one consults a dictionary. The 
laws of composition as currently prac- 
ticed by the pictorialists will have to un- 
dergo a change because colors them- 
selves have value and a composition 
that may be right in black and white will 
in all likelihood be wrong when the 
colors are admitted. Distribution of 
colors alters the balance of the compo- 
sition. Thus, the photographer who has 
no inherent feeling for color will have a 
tough time in the color age. 

There are those—and this is the reason 
why I make the analogy between the 
advent of sound in motion pictures and 
that of color in still photography—w 9° 
feel that black-and-white photography 1s 
superior to color photography so far as 
art is concerned, and that color photog- 
raphy is useful mainly as calendar art 
and for fashion illustration. This, of 
is nonsense.

Off Relief or something like it may lead 
to the rainbow itself. With this process 
separation negatives are used for the 
projection of three separate relief images 
which are dyed and transferred in reg- 
ister to a sheet of paper. Wash-Off Relief 


| has been greatly simplified in the new 


Dye Transfer Process, which now makes 
it very easy to make duplicate prints 
once the relief matrices have been made. 
But the old separation negative devils 
are still with us. 

However, the separation negative prob- 
lem will probably be solved in short or- 
der and I have a suspicion that it will 
be done by Eastman in the near future. 
I have no information from the feed bag 
and am only prophesying by inductive 
reasoning from little facets of informa 
tion picked up inadvertently here and 
there. My guess is that Kodacolor wil! 
solve the problem—not Kodacolor as it 
exists today, but an improved film, which 
will yield accurate color negatives, as the 
existing material does. Then, with a good 
Kodacolor negative, it will merely be 
necessary to expose it through the three 
filters on three relief matrices from 
which prints will be made in the Dye 
Transfer process. That, you see, W 
eliminate the necessity for making se} 
ration negatives, which normally provi 
three ideal playgrounds for gremlins.

check carefully the “telephone mouth- 
piece” shaped lens shades to determine 
their suitability. 

This completes the equipment you 
need to take top-notch photographs of 
those appealing spring landscapes. All 
nature is going into high gear now—why 
don’t you go into action with your 
camera? 

Speaking of action, there is plenty of 
action in spring photography for those 
who are looking for it. Baseball interest 
(and pictorial possibilities) gains mo- 
mentum during this season. There are 
uncounted picture opportunities in our 
national sport, from the hot local cham- 
pions right down to the games played by 
the young fry in the vacant lot up the 
street. 

While photographs that are 100% 
candid are sometimes unbeatable, you 
will find that a “semi-posed” photo- 
graphic technique will help you hit the 
ball time after time. Properly employed, 
the semi-candid manner of taking pic- 
tures turns out photographs which can- 
not be told from straight candid shots 

. except that they are consistently 
better. 

Don’t be afraid to ask the athletes who 
are going to serve as your models to 
change their positions. To get the kind 
of pictures you want, you will need to 
take advantage of the prevailing illumi- 


|nation conditions, to improve the back- 
grounds as much as you can, and to se- 


cure a well composed negative. Remem- 
ber, most people are eager to have their 
taken; they will often run 
through their paces for an hour or more 


|on the half-promise of a print. 


With these thoughts in mind as you 





approach a baseball practise session, 
muster courage to ask the boys to co- 


operate. As a group, athletes sleep 
soundly at night, and are therefore fre- 
quently amiable and open to suggestion. 
And in return it seems only right .(and 
good policy) that the camera fan recipro- 
cate with a few prints. 

But the opportunities for spring sports 
photography do not begin and end with 
baseball (although there are many who 
will stoutly maintain that this is true). 
Consider the very, very serious marble 
contests—the boys are playing for keeps! 
It’s a photogenic sport, if ever there was 
one. Make these marble game exposures 
at a fairly high shutter speed, 1/100 or so, 
to capture the fleeting expressions and 
actions. Particularly, be on the alert to 
see a good photograph “just before it 
happens”—and be ready to shoot! 

Fishermen, too, have been featured in 
excellent photographs of varied kinds for 
years and years. They make fine pic- 
tures, whether the story-telling, the pic- 
torial, or the humorous kind—and they 
will be featured in many more fine pho- 
tographs in the future. 

As in sports photography of other 
branches, the camera fan should be ever 
ready to capitalize on the unexpected. 
While other members of the fishing party 
may not expect to fall into the stream, 
lake, or pond, such things do assuredly 
happen once in a while. A camera car- 
ried at “alert”—that is with the shutter 
cocked, the lens focused at the average 
anticipated shooting distance, and the 
diaphragm and shutter speed settings ad- 
justed for likely conditions—should be 
the rule. You can then record many of 
these unlooked-for shots, for pre-setting 
the camera often means the difference 
between getting the picture and not 
getting it.

Such a shot makes an amaz- 
ing improvement on the apparent size of 
the catch. Use the smallest possible aper- 
ture on these exposures to get both the 
fish and the man in acceptably sharp 
focus. 

Some camera fans are apt to forget 
the excellent possibilities for outdoor 
portraiture in the spring season. Spring 
produces many of those fine ‘‘soft 
shadow” days; the sun is not shining bril- 
liantly, nor is it completely obscured by 
overcast. Each and every one of these 
hazy days presents countless opportuni- 
ties for top quality outdoor portraits ... 
the facial shadows will be neither too 
harsh nor too mushy if you do your 
shooting during such weather.

HALF-TON panel truck in New 
Orleans is proving to be a valuable 
asset to news photographers in getting 
their pictures to the papers in jig-quick 
time. The truck is the new Constant Con- 
tact Car and is operated by the New Or- 
leans States, one of the South’s leading 
newspapers. Its equipment includes not 
only a radio-telephone but a portable AP 
wirephoto transmitter and a complete 
photographic laboratory. Since the first 
day of its operation, November 25, the 
car has seen service in covering a train 
wreck and numerous routine stories 
where it was necessary to keep a re- 
porter and photographer on the scene 
while supplying the office with stories 
and pictures. The coverage of the train 
wreck was a dramatic story in itself. On 
the morning of December 27, Jimmy 
Guillot, the New Orleans States staff 
cameraman, left the States office with the 
Constant Contact Car with an assign- 
ment to cruise the French Quarter and 
grab shots of Sugar Bowl visitors touring 
the area. A few minutes after he had left, 
City Editor Walter Cowan received a tip 
that the Illinois Central’s crack Panama 
Limited had been derailed 37 miles north 
of the city. A call was quickly put 
through to Guillot via the radio-tele- 
phone and he headed for the scene, 
stopping only long enough to pick up a 
reporter. An hour later he was at the 
Popular PHOTOGRAPHY 
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scene and 30 minutes after that, he was 
ready to begin transmitting the pictures 
of the wreck. As soon as the pictures 
were received in the States’ office, the 
Associated Press picked them up for the 
regular AP Wirephoto transmission. The

studio, setting the camera on a tripod for 
a slow exposure. 

All this is standard procedure and 
standard equipment. I am not giving 
away any trade secrets in telling of an- 
other man’s technique. The tricks come 
in the handling of lights, the posing of 
subjects, the choice of angle, the feeling 
for composition, and the response of sub- 
jects to the man behind the camera. This 
is the sort of rhythm and feeling that 
goes into the making of good photo- 
graphs. Any music student may possess 
a good violin but few can play like Hei- 
fetz. In a like manner, anyone may 
possess a Speed Graphic but few can 
make press photographs like an experi- 
enced cameraman.

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A Copy Stand for 

Twin-Lens Reflex 

HE biggest problem in closeup pho- 

tography and copying with a twin- 
lens camera is the matter of parallax be- 
tween focusing and taking lenses. The 
amateur photographer interested in this 
kind of picture taking will find a perma- 
nent copy stand most useful. The illus- 
trated copying stand consists of two 
boards screwed together and reinforced 
with angle brackets for the base and the 
easel, and a camera support that is ad- 
justable for parallax. The first thing to 
find out is the distance between the cen- 
ters of the two lenses. The camera in the 
pictures happens to have a parallax of 
1-11/16”. Make the camera support first 
as its base will decide width of copy 
board base. 

The camera support consists basically 
of two box-like units, one sliding into the 
other. The base measures 4”x4” and has 
two uprights 4” high and 234” wide 
which are nailed or screwed to the base 
allowing the base to overlap on each side 
5g”. This is to let the camera support 
slide along in grooves (later to be made 


| in the copy board). The two base up- 
| rights also have slots sawed out in them 


1,”"x17%”. The length of these slots is 
subject to the distance between lenses. 
The upper unit has a piece of wood 
4”x5” long fitted with a tripod screw to 
hold the camera. The two uprights 
measure the same as the ones in the 
lower unit, 4”x234”, and are screwed to 
the top so that they will slide inside the 
two lower uprights. Angle brackets are 
used on the upper unit. The lower one 
does not need them. Quarter-inch holes 
are bored in each upright near the bot- 
tom to coincide with the lower ends of 
the slots. This is to accommodate a 5”x 
1,” bolt and wing nut which controls the 
upward and downward movement of the 
two support units. Remember that the 
up and down movement is controlled by 
the length of the two slots in the lower 
unit, and the camera should be able to 
move the required distance to offset the 
difference between the two lenses. To 
provide for a steady movement with little 
sideplay, metal or wood strips are 
screwed to the sides of the lower unit to 


overlap upright edges of top unit. 


The length of the copy board is op- 


| tional, but it should be wide enough for 





grooves on which the camera support 


| can slide. Now a slot is cut in the base 


of the copy board in this manner. Sepa- 





In viewing position, camera support 
slides along the grooves of copy board so 
that proper size image can be obtained. 
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rate the two units of the camera support 
and bore a 14” hole in the center of the 
base of the lower unit. Slide this lower 
unit in the grooves of the copy board 
and hold it a few inches from the back 
end of the board. Run the %4” drill 
through the hole already made and bore 
another into the copy board. Slide the 
camera support along towards the front 
the required distance and do the same 
thing. Remove the camera support base 


and draw lines between the two drilled | 


holes in the copy board base. This is the | 


guide to follow in sawing out the slot. 
A bolt and wing nut thrust through the 
slot and up into the hole in the camera 
support base holds the support. 





Parallax between focusing and taking 
lenses of a twin-lens reflex in closeup pho- 
tography is corrected with this stand. 


The easel can be of wood or compo- 
sition board, and two angle brackets help 
to make it steady. It must be at right 
angles to the base and can be checked 
with a metal square. At the same time 


check the alignment of the camera sup- | 


port and the copy board base with a 


small spirit level. If the camera support | 


is level with the copy board base, the 
camera lens will be level with the easel. 

Almost any means can be used to hold 
the material to be copied. The holders 
illustrated were made from old hack saw 
blades. The blades were snapped in two 
and bolted together at one end. They 
were given a curve inward by bending 
so as to press against the easel. Each 
adjustable finger was screwed to the 
easel near a corner. 

In using the camera support with cam- 
era attached, focusing and framing are 
done with the support in the down posi- 
tion. When ready to make the exposure, 
the wing nut of the control bolt is loos- 
ened slightly, the upper unit is raised, 
and the bolt tightened again.—George 
Carlson, Chicago, Ill.

Warp PEASE DISCUSSES. 


OU have no doubt read the excellent 
article by Dr. Walter Clark in the 
May issue of PopULAR PHOTOGRAPHY re- 


| minding you of some of the progress that 


has taken place in photography in the ten 
years since this magazine appeared upon 
the scene. At the suggestion of our edi- 
tor, I am going to take a look into the 
crystal ball and try to forecast what may 
come in the next ten years. 

The photographic industry has long 
supported some of the most active and 
best equipped and manned research lab- 
oratories in the country; therefore prog- 
ress can be taken for granted. Further- 
more, anyone associated with research 
knows that a great deal of time can 
elapse between the beginnings of an idea, 
through the development and proving 
out, and on into production so that an 
item can appear on the dealer’s shelf and 
you and I can benefit. I know from ex- 
perience that one way to make progress 
is to do some wishful thinking, then get 
busy and figure out how to make the 
wishes come true. About all that can be 
done by one having no advance informa- 
tion on what is coming along is some of 
this wishful thinking, taking care to 
avoid the fantastic and trying to keep 
things within the “foresee-able” future. 


| The danger in this is that much of what 


I may dream up is probably already on 

the drawing board or under test in the 

laboratory. If it is, so much the better. 
Suppose that we start with film. It

would appear that a large part of the 
efforts of the laboratories are being di- 
rected at improvements in color photog- 
raphy. The directions for improvement 
here are easy to see. Color is in its earlier 
stages, and there is much room for prog- 
ress. Higher speed for all of the color 
films without loss of resolving power is 
one good aim. All of the processes hav- 
ing as the end result a print to be viewed 
by reflected light could be improved by 
greater simplication of processing, and 
some of them could benefit by better 
color rendition. Reduction in cost all 
along the line would be desirable. All of 
these things are surely coming along, as 
they are in the direct line of progress so 
far projected into the years to come. 
While all of this effort is being ex- 
pended on color films and processes, it is 
to be hoped that improvement will con- 
tinue with black-and-white film. Past 
progress has been in the direction of 
greater speed without loss of resolving 
power, or inversely, improved resolving 
power (or fineness of grain if you prefer 
to call it that) without loss of speed. 
There has also been much improvement 
in the way films render colors in mono- 
chrome. We hear rumors from time to 
time about the possibility of substituting 
some new synthetic plastics for gelatin 
in the preparation of photographic emul- 
sions. What new capabilities this might 
hold is hard to say. Perhaps something 
will be found which will be less bothered

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by higher temperatures, less variable in 
composition (mostly a manufacturer’s 
problem) and which will prevent the 
clumping of the developing silver grains. 

I can think of some possibilities for im- 
provement in photographic papers as 
well. The preference of many serious 
amateurs, as well as professionals, is for 
the “slower chloro-bromides.’’ That 
“slower” is what I do not like. Why can- 
not these papers have from two to five 
times their present speed without any 
loss in their present properties? That 
sort of thing has been done with films. 
This might cut out their use for contact 
printing by a very small proportion of 
the users. There should be from three to 
five different degrees of contrast offered 
as well. Image color is another matter 
that needs attention. With some develop- 
ers some of these papers tend toward an 
olive cast which is not pleasant. The 
color should be more like that obtained 
with the Nelson gold toner. Some papers, 
both contact and enlarging, have been 
modified so that they give a cold blue- 
black tone without the trouble of sub- 
sequent toning. Why not carry this 
farther so that it would be possible to get 
a blue approximating that of the exceed- 
ingly popular gold chloride and thiourea 
toned chloro-bromide? Incidentally, it is 
long past time when the buff colored base 
paper stocks should be back on the mar- 
ket. 

Perhaps the way to these toned images 
can be found in the print developer, via 
color coupling. I believe that something 
along these lines was on the market 
briefly a few years ago. There has been 
much progress in coupler development in 
color work. Perhaps one of the labora- 
tories should put a man who is familiar 
with that progress over onto paper de- 
velopers for a while to work along these 
lines. Two or three objectives should be 
before him.—1. Simplicity of operation. 
2. Permanence of image. 3. Subdued 
tones in good taste rather than the giddy 
hues which have been offered in some 
single-solution dye toners. 

On developers in general there does ap- 
pear to have been some progress, all of it 
kept in the “patent medicine” or secret 
class. Some people will feel better about 
this when they can mix their own de- 
velopers incorporating these improve- 
ments and perhaps add some of their own 
pet modifications. This may not be too 
far off, as it would appear that much of 
what is claimed for the new “soups” 
could be accomplished with benzotriazole 
and buffering. A little has been pub- 
lished on developers and developing 
methods which claim to give greatly in- 
creased film speeds. It is to be hoped 
that if there is anything in this, the big 
research laboratories will take hold of it 
and bring it to us in a tried.and proven 
form. 

In the field of lens development, the 
improvement and widespread use of 
coating is the most prominent evidence 
of activity in the field that is of interest 
to the average amateur. Some new lenses 
have appeared on the market. Some of 
these are not greatly different in capabil- 
ities from previous ones, but one advance 
of some significance is the appearance of

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petition more than half way. In order to 
do so, it is going to be necessary to cut 
loose from some traditions which go 
back to the last century. 

This all has to do with backs and hold- 
ers. Those imported cameras had a 
germ of an idea in their metal holders. 
Against them was the fact that they were 
single, originally designed for plates, and 
in most cases had to be slid into grooves 
on the back of the camera after the re- 
moval of the groundglass back. The 
spring type groundglass back and the 
double holders have a real advantage, 
but the whole system is built around 
those clumsy wooden holders which were 
designed some time in the last century 
for glass plates and carpenter shop con- 
struction. 

Here is my dream for such a camera 
as could be assembled from the best of 
several existing types, plus a really 
modern back. The lens would be one 
of the new coated variety and the shut- 
ter one of the latest with built-in syn- 
chronization for either flashbulbs or the 
ultra-speed flash lights. Metal body, drop 
bed, rising front and cross movement, 
removable lens and shutter arrangement, 
bellows support, and perhaps the swing- 
back could come from one of the best of 
the German models—my present (for 
seventeen years) favorite, a Zeiss Ikon 
Ideal B. It may be that the swing back 
could be improved upon, with swings in 
both directions, and a swinging lens- 
board added, but these are refinements 
for which relatively few users would 
care to pay. There would be a combina- 
tion rangefinder and tubular type view- 
finder built inside the body of the cam- 
era with automatic parallax adjustment 
coupled to the rangefinder. This would 
all be covered up when the front of the 
camera was closed. There would also be 
a wire frame type of finder with the 
frame attached to the rising front for use 
with the front adjustments, and for some 
types of rapid action where it is superior 
to the tubular type because of the clear 
field around the included area. 

The back of the camera would be of 
the spring type with an unbreakable 
plastic groundglass. The holders would 
be double, made of metal or possibly of 
plastics, and they would not correspond 
to any existing standard. They would be 
designed for sheet film alone and would 
take full advantage of the compactness 
and lightness which could be derived 
from that fact and from the greater 
strength and adaptabilities of the mate- 
rials. The whole camera body could be 
reduced in dimensions correspondingly. 
Somebody is going to have to show the 
courage to set up this new standard in 
holders; it is bound to come. Some mak- 
ers are already taking advantage of im- 
proved materials, but they are-tied to the 
present outside dimensions, so the greater 
step will have to be made by a camera | 
maker. 

With regard to this standardization, I 
want to say something about film sizes 
as well. The present 4x5 and 314x414 
need not be modified. When it comes to 
the next size smaller, it is time to get rid 
of 244x3%4 sheet film.

| the sheet film might as well be also as 
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the camera would have to be made large 
enough for the pack, unless it were re- 
duced in size. There probably is too 
much money invested in the tools for the 
making of the film pack cases for that to 
be popular with the manufacturers. With 
the sheet film it is merely a matter of 
shifting the emphasis from one to an- 
other of two already existing sizes. Why 
not call the pack the 2%x3% that it 
really is and get rid of the undersized 
sheet film standard? Why not equip the 
backs of these cameras with magnifiers 
in the hoods as is done with some types 
of smaller reflexes? 

After bearing down rather heavily on 
this one type of camera, it should be suf- 
ficient to touch lightly on some of the 
other types. As a general point, I feel 
that it should be possible to find some- 
thing to take the place of glued-on 
leather or its imitation for a covering. 
The lens coupled rangefinder has proven 
its worth and become so popular on the 
miniature and press cameras that it is 
time for it to appear on another type 
where it would probably do more good 
than anywhere else. That is on the 
larger sizes of roll-film cameras where 
the focal length of the lens is great 
enough to cut down on the depth of field, 
and where the use of the groundglass is 
not possible. Cameras of this general 
type in the medium price class are made 
and sold in large quantities. Develop- 
ments in rangefinder design and manu- 
facture should reach the point where 
these cameras can be equipped with 
them. 

The very deservedly popular single- 
lens reflecting type of camera has re- 
mained virtually unchanged in thirty 
I have been using one of them 
for nearly a third of that time and I can 
think of several possible improvements. 
A brief listing will be enough—1. Greatly 
reduced bulk and weight for the picture 


| size by the use of a lightweight alu- 


minum or magnesium alloy body. 2. A 
rearranged mirror system so that lenses 
of more nearly normal (shorter) focal 
lengths can be used. 3. A rising front. 4. 
An infinity stop and focusing scale. 5. A 
magnifier in the hood like the twin-lens 
reflexes. 6. A direct viewfinder for eye- 
level use. 7. A shutter with fewer, better- 
spaced, and more accurate speeds. 8. It 
should take the same smaller size double 
holders described before, and the maga- 
zines and other accessories should be 
built to the same improved standards. 9. 
There should be roll holders for standard 
size roll films. 

This column has already gone far 
enough without invading the almost end- 
less fields of accessories and gadgets or 
touching upon the movies at all. It has 
almost degenerated into a catalog of 
wishes. Perhaps you have seen listed 
some of the wishes that you have 
dreamed about, and I am sure that if you 
are inclined to have dreams of this sort, 
you have had plenty which have not oc- 
curred to me. As things stand at present, 
the demand for quality equipment prob- 
ably will continue for a time to run so fa!

photographer and no newsreel camera- 
men showed up. 

Unfortunately most of the world’s 
press, characteristically cynical, is mainly 
interested in the spectacular. Headlines, 
generally, are reserved exclusively for 
disasters. Atom bombs make huge head- 
lines, but the quiet voices devoted to the 


| fabrication of peace go unheard. 


If the press and newsreel men all 


| avoid the UN conference chambers, it re- 


mains for the hard-working UN staff pho- 
tographers to record the small events that 
everyone desperately hopes may ulti- 
mately add up to permanent peace in our 
time, and to hope that their pictures will 
be printed in magazines and newspapers 
throughout the world. 

At Lake Success there are four diligent 
photographers — Albert Fox, former 
American news photographer, who is 
chief; Marcus Chamudes of Chile, Miss 
Kari Berggrav of Norway, and Miss Maria 
Bordy of Soviet Russia. They cover the 
UN General Assembly in Flushing, the 
Security Council meetings, the meetings 
of the special commissions, and all the 
activities at the Secretariat. They are 
present at the big events, but most of 
their assignments are routine and unro- 
mantic. They make informal portraits of 
delegates and Secretariat officials as well 
as employe identification pictures. They 
record department activities and social 
events involving delegates as well as Sec- 
retariat workers. On occasion they are 
sent to cover events outside the country, 
and at this writing Chamudes is in 
Greece covering the sessions of the 
United Nations Balkan Commission there. 

In addition to the working photog- 
raphers there are four darkroom workers 
who do the processing and print making. 
Jorgen Grinde, of Norway, is in charge 
and he is assisted by John Henry James, 
an American Negro, Edward Silverman, 
and Allison Kubiak, both of the U. S. A. 

The air-conditioned darkrooms are 
large and well-equipped. In addition to 
the usual sinks and developing tanks, the 
negative room boasts also a large wooden 


drying cabinet made by UN carpenters. 


The print room is about thirty feet long 
and twenty feet wide, equipped with sev- 


| eral contact printers, one 5x7 Elwood, and 


two 4x5 Omega DII enlargers. A light- 
tight opening in the wall behind the hypo 
tank is provided through which prints are 
passed to the big washer outside. A large 





drum dryer completes the job of print | 


making. An additional small room is used 
for trimming, spotting, and mounting 
prints. 


What is done with the thousands of | 


pictures produced by the UN staff pho- 
tographers? Theoretically, plenty. They 
are documenting a great historic organ- 
ization at Lake Success and the pictures 
are going into the permanent archives. 
This is handled by Miss Frances Orkin, 
photo distribution officer, and a staff of

Pictures are distributed to strategic 
places throughout the world and are 
available on request in the United States. 
There is no attempt made to compete 
with newspapers and press services but 
pictures are available to them if they 
want them. The UN picture files, which 
include the entire collection of State De- 
partment photographs made at the San 
Francisco Conference as well as those of 
the old United Nations Information Serv- | 
ice and the now defunct UNRRA, are 
open to the public at all times. The 
machinery of distribution, however, is | 
largely in the formative process and noth- 
ing like the widespread world-wide dis-

semination ultimately “necessary is at 
present being accomplished. 

Another important outlet for pictures 
is that provided by the Weekly United 
Nations Feature Service, which is oper- 
ated by Henry Fritsch, a senior officer in 
the Press Division. This is a clip sheet 
and mat service designed for weekly 
newspapers and small dailies. The pic- 
tures are provided in either plastic mat 
form or glossy prints. The sheet is printed 
in English, French, and Spanish and goes 
out to more than 3,000 English and for- | 
eign language papers both here and | 
abroad. Here again only the surface has | 
been scratched but the Press Department | 
is circularizing several hundred newspa- 
pers weekly. 

Still another channel for staff pictures 
is the Weekly Bulletin, in magazine for- 
mat and printed in English, French, and 
Spanish on slick paper. The Bulletin, de- 
signed to provide a concise account of UN 
activities, is edited by T. A. Raman of 
India, and goes to every member of the 
5) delegations, various departments of 
member governments, officials and em- 
ployees of the Secretariat, to overseas of- 
fices of the UN, and, by subscription, to 
editors, commentators, libraries, and the 
press. Twenty-five thousand copies are 
printed and distributed weekly. 

The development in recent years of the 
35 mm film strip has greatly extended the 
use and influence of photography, and the 
UN is making good use of this method of 
visual communication.

it. This is a purely documentary project 


| devoted to the creation and execution of 


| 90-frame strips designed to inform group 
audiences of UN activities and problems. 
Although up to now only one strip has 
been completed—The United Nations at 
Work: The Secretariat—plans call for 
complete coverage of all phases of UN. 
There will be strips, which by pictures 
| and charts, will explain the Charter itself, 
its principles and purposes, as well as 
| specific issues as they arise. 
| These film strips which are put to- 
gether and photographed at Lake Success 
| are distributed free of charge in English, 
| French, Spanish, and Russian, to educa- 
| tional institutions, cultural agencies, li- 
braries, women’s clubs, church groups, 
‘labor unions, forum groups, and any 
other organizations possessing strip film 
projectors. The strips are packed in cans 
containing accompanying speaker’s texts 
and may be had on request. 

Photographs are also used in a variety 
of posters and exhibition panels, which 
are designed and executed in the art de- 
partment under direction of Jan Juta of 
South Africa, who is titular chief of the 
Visual Information Section.

is no provision in the budget for overtime 
compensation, and the outlook is not 
bright, for UN expenditures have already 
exceeded the budget for the first quarter 
of 1947 and Secretary General Trygve Lie 
is faced with a critical problem, the solu- 
tion of which in all probability will mean 
still further contractions in allowances. 
Meanwhile, all hands are at their jobs 
working. Buta perusal of the pictures is 
a disquieting experience and recalls 


There | 


something Lucien Aigner wrote in the | 


August, 1945, issue of PopuLar PuHoroc- 
RAPHY in his article on Camera at the San 
Francisco Conference. Aigner lamented 
the almost complete absence of outstand- 
ing photographs at that conference. He 
saw mostly routine shots showing dele- 
gates eating, arguing, and gesticulating. 
| “And yet,” wrote Aigner, “if we want 
to sell this conference to the masses (this 
or any other peace conference which will 
follow it), we will have to do better than 
just present news shots. We will have to 
do something more deeply human, more 
monumental, more dramatic than just 
delegates coming and going. Maybe the 
whole attitude will have to change. May- 
be the whole presentation will have to 
become a little more peace conscious, in- 
stead of being conference conscious.” 
“But that,” Aigner concluded, “we can- 
not do. That the delegates, the big shots, 
the Big Three or Four or Five will have 
to do before we can shoot it. But we may 
help them by showing some of the things 
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they might be and which might express 
those feelings and thoughts which they 
may have buried at the bottom of their 
hearts, but which have certainly not come 
through in pictures which—if properly 
planned—might help tremendously to 
promote peace.” 

What was true of San Francisco is true 
of Lake Success today, except that then, 
at least, the world press and newsreels 
attended in droves. UN staff pictures are 
mostly routine news type shots, dull and 
uninspired. They are not the sort of pic- 
tures that will “help tremendously to 
promote peace.” And if this is not done 
photography will not fulfill the respon- 
sible role assigned to it. 

The responsibility does not lie with the 
UN staff photographers, but with the

United Nations itself. First a full realiza- 
tion af the tremendous power of photog- 
raphy must be gained, and then, with 
proper direction and cooperation on the 
part of officials and delegates, the photog- 
raphers may be depended upon to come 
through with the kind of pictures that 
will sell the United Nations to the world. 
The basic organization and personnel is 
available, but photography is being used 
as a perfunctory aid in the various public 
information operations. The Weekly Bul- 
letin, for instance, is a dull and stuffy 
publication, which, with no conception 
whatsoever of modern pictorial journal- 
ism, completely muffs a golden opportu- 
nity. Occasional photographs are used as 
illustrations, but no attempt is made to 
dramatize in photographic sequences the 
ideas and concepts of peace. This publi- 
cation, like most of the public information 
activities is, as Aigner said of San Fran- 
cisco, primarily conference conscious. 
The only attempts in the direction of 
dramatizing the purposes and accom- 
plishments of UN are those being carried 
on by the Film Section—the 16 mm docu- 
mentary films and the film strips. Ober- 
wager makes good use of UN staff pho- 
tographers as well as other still picture 
sources in the creation of film strips, 
which do succeed in dramatizing United 
Nations activities. These strips tell a story 
in picture sequences which are capable of 
holding an audience and informing it. 
The documentary film project, under 
June, 1947 
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Benoit-Levy, who is assisted by Miss 
Marion Dix, chief film and television 
liaison officer, is still in the development 
stage. The first film, to be called The 
Birth of the United Nations, is nearing 
completion and will tell the whole story 
of the inception of this world organiza- 
tion. A second four-reeler is in work. 
These films are made up of sequences 
photographed by UN staff movie camera- 
men as well as those from other sources, 
such as newsreel companies and the doc- 
umentary collection of the defunct 
UNRRA, of which several thousand feet 
are a part of the UN documentary film 
library. 

The documentary film activities of the

down, will eventually become widespread 
and enormously influential. Recently a 
new agency, The United Nations Film 
Board, was set up to coordinate all the 
film and visual activities of the United 
Nations and its specialized agencies, such 
as The United Nations Educational, Sci- 
entific and Cultural Organization, the 
Food and Agriculture Organization, the 
International ‘Labor Organization, World 
Health Organization, United Nations Re- 
lief and Rehabilitation Administration, 
and the International Monetary Fund. 
Benoit-Levy is director of this new board. 

UN films, shot on 35 mm film, are con- 
verted to 16 mm reels, which will be dis- 
tributed throughout the world at cost. 
The cooperation of the entire motion pic- 
ture industry of the world is being 
sought, and already producing contracts 
have been allotted to some commercial 
producers. Since United Nations activ- 
ities extend beyond the confines of Lake 
Success to all corners of the globe it 
would not be possible for the resident 
staff to produce complete documentary 
films without outside help. 

So far as the still photo section is con- 
cerned, there is ample room for im- 
provement. The physical setup is quite 
satisfactory although routine and stand- 
ardization might tend to impair the full 
usefulness of the photogfaphers. For 
some reason the equipment has been 
rigidly standardized. Speed Graphics and 
filmpack are musts under all circum- 
stances. Photographers are not allowed 
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o use sheet film, which is standard with 
most news photographers. Mr. Fox, chief 
»f the photographers, explains that film- 
pack is easier to handle for fast shooting 
and provides a simple means of recording 
captions directly on the number tabs. But 
filmpack does present processing and 
printing problems which at times are 
handicaps to good photography. Pack 
film is exceedingly thin and tends to 
buckle in the enlarger negative carrier. 
It is also difficult to handle in filing. 

In spite of difficulties and restrictions, 
however, the UN staff does a good job. 
The regulation which forbids the use of 
flashbulbs during Assembly and Security 
Council sessions, makes shooting at slow 
speeds mandatory. The soft fluorescent 
lighting usually requires exposures of

1/10 second at f 5.6 in the General As- 


sembly room, and 1/10 at f 8 in the Se- 
curity Council. This means that a tripod 
must be used. Only on occasions when 
the battery of ten 1,000-watt spotlights are 
turned on for the newsreel cameras is it 
possible to shoot at 1/25 second. These 
spots are focused on the delegates and 
provide a slightly more dramatic lighting. 

The UN staff is made up of experienced 
photographers. Fox worked as a news 
photographer for the New York Post and 
Times and later covered the White House 


for the Army before the war. He enlisted | 
in the Navy and again was assigned to | 


cover the White House.

In New York in 1941 
she worked on radio station WRUL 
where she broadcast a news program in 
Norwegian which was beamed to Norway 
and all Norwegian ships, while at the 
same time working as a photographer for 
the Norwegian government. She later 
became chief of the picture department 
at the Norwegian embassy in Washington. 


The year 1944 found her on the west coast | 


working as a writer and researcher, for 


the Walt Disney studio, which was fol- | 


lowed by an abortive attempt to open a 


photographic studio in Hollywood, whose | 


failure sent her packing off to New York 
and UN where she began working as a 
photographer last year. 

There is a wealth of experience back 
of the UN photographic staff, as well as 
an admirable earnestness of purpose. The 
wherewithal, you see, for dramatic pho- 
tographic coverage of the manifold 
events, small and large, of this world ef- 
fort to establish permanent peace, exists. 

ut it remains for the Department of 
Public Information to learn how to make 


use of the photographers in a way that | 


would stir the people of the world to 
voice the mandate without which, as 
Benoit-Levy pointed out, the United Na- 
tions can only fail.—j

SPONGE HOLDS LENS 


To carry a wide angle lens for my cam- 
era, I bought a rubber sponge and cut a 
slot in it to fit my lens. Then I trimmed 
the corners of the sponge so that it could 
be placed in a case. The case I use is dis- 
carded from an electric razor, but any 
type will do, depending on the size and 
shape of the lens. With the lens safely 
tucked into the sponge, I know that the 
levers or glass will not be damaged when 
traveling on photographic assignments.— 
John S. Coburn, Detroit, Mich. 


CORKS PREVENT CLAMP FROM SLIPPING 


A simple clamp holder, easily made and 
quickly adjustable to any height, will 
give you a non-slipping surface to hold 
lights in place on your light stands. 
Ream out the centers of two large corks 
with a rat-tail file to make them fit snugly 
when slipped on the light stand. Slide 
the corks down the shaft to the desired 
height; then fasten the clamp around 
them. An extra cork will provide that 
much more grip for your light clamps.— 
H. D. Smith, Los Angeles, Calif. 


ELIMINATE CAMERA VIBRATION 


To eliminate the vibration of your cam- 
era when making time exposures, hold 
the palm of your hand, a piece of dark 
cardboard, or the film holder slide in 
front of the lens as illustrated before 
opening the shutter. After your camera 
is steady, uncover the lens for the re- 
quired exposure. Before closing the shut- 
ter, cover the lens again with your hand. 
This action will do away with camera 
vibration when using a makeshift sup- 
port.—George T. Lundeen, Madison, Wisc. 


KEEP INSTRUCTION BOOKLETS 

Frequently the instructions that accom- 
pany photographic equipment are mis- 
laid or lost and consequently not at hand 
when needed. Whenever new equipment 
is added to my darkroom, I file the in- 
structions in a three-ring notebook. A 
cardboard tab is glued to the outer edge 
of each sheet and three holes are punched 
in it to take the notebook rings. Special 
pamphlets are inserted similarly. The 
notebook is handy for my instruction 
data.—George T. Lundeen, Madison, Wisc. 


PORTABLE TRIPOD RESTS 


Most homemade tripod rests, made on the 
order of three strips of wood in the form 
of a triangle, are more or less bulky and 
difficult to store.

human, etc. It must aim at catching a 
‘moment of life. The shorter the mo- 
ment, the more intense its impact. A 
photograph must ‘tell a story,’ vividly, 
humanly, descriptively, through the dis- 
tortion of a mouth, the movement of an 
arm, torso, or a wave.” 

For de Poncins photography is not an 
end in itself. It serves merely to give 
force to a text, to illustrate a point more 
effectively. This is in contrast to the 
“picture essay” type of book in which the 
text serves to point up the pictures, and 
where the pictures are of primary con- 
cern. In the Arctic, de Poncins was 
handicapped and time-frustrated by a 
million things. His one-man expedition 
had to observe, take notes (the lead in 
the pencils would freeze and break at 
the low temperatures), and photograph. 
Any of these jobs would be a full time 
one—when combined, they presented 


great obstacles to full concentration on | 


picture taking. 
Considering these handicaps, “Eskimos” 


is a highly successful and interesting | 


photographic book. The recent Army 
tests (Operation Frigid) in the same re- 
gions provided photographers with sim- 
ilar problems to those of the author of 
this fascinating book, and for those of us 
who wonder what it must be like to live 
an entire lifetime under such conditions, 
de Poncins’ witty, lusty, and penetrating 
analysis of a culture so different from 
ours is a rare treat. On the land of wife- 
trading, shamans (sorcerers), igloos, and 
cold suns, de Poncins’ pen and camera 
have shown new light.—f 


CARTIER-BRESSON PHOTO EXHIBIT 
IS TOURING COUNTRY 

The 150-print one-man exhibition of 
Iienri Cartier-Bresson’s photographs, 
which closed April 6 at New York’s Mu- 
seum of Modern Art, now is being cir- 
culated to other museums and galleries 
throughout the country. Cartier-Bres- 
son’s prints and their subject matter re- 
flect the inj ational range of his cam- 
era: sceneS“4?21 people of France, Eng- 
land, Spain, Poland, Italy, Greece, Mex- 
ico, and the United States. 

He is a front-rank photographer who 
has never had a studio; who paints for 
pleasure; who seems to disregard the al- 
phabet of technique but whose pictures 
speak volumes; who escaped three times 
from German prison camps and was 
twice recaptured; who was so busy or- 
ganizing underground photographers to 
record the great day of liberation that 
when it came he had time only to direct 
these men to strategic points in and 
around Paris, with no opportunity to 
take even one picture himself. 

The Museum of Modern Art exhibi- 
tion was directed by Monroe Wheeler, 
the Museum’s director of exhibitions, 
and Ann Armstrong, assistant in charge 
of the photography department. [Cartier-
